is not paid this year then the district will 
lose $583,000 in the educational fund,

$700,000 in borrowing power, Erviti said. 


"The effect on the borrowing power is 


where Dist. 59 may be unique on how it 
gets hurt. The district has borrowed ev- 
ery penny in the past and is living on 
very heavy borrowing now," he said. 


The district is allowed to borrow up to 


75 per cent of its anticipated tax reve- 
nue. Last year the district was borrowing 
the whole amount. 


This year it is borrowing about 67 per 


cent, but the next year's proposed budget 
was planned with tax anticipation war- 
rants again at 75 per cent. 


Since the total amount of tax revenue 


would be lower if the suit is upheld, then 
the amount the district can borrow will 
be less, Erviti said. 


The district is hurt greater than others 


because it relies heavily on corporation 
taxes and because it has been borrowing 
so much, he explained. 


"KVEN IF THE state were to replace 


the revenue loss, say through an increase 
in state aid, itstill doesn't help Dist. 59 
next year because it does not replace its 
borrowing power," Erviti said. 


He added, "If it all comes to pass we 


will have to ask people to consider a tax 
rate increase." An increase in the rate 
would replace borrowing power, he said.

But a 
percentage of these are irregular in their 
church attendance, said Rev. Czajka. 


The money is used almost exclusively 


to support St. Casimer's School, which 
has a program for about BOO youngsters 
in kindergarten through eighth grade. 
It keeps the school solvent, barely.

Group Backs 
Federal Idea 


A nationwide drive by the National 


Education Association aimed at estab- 
lishing a federal cabinet-level post for 
education has been endorsed by District 
211 Education Association. 


"We at the local level are particularly 


aware that schools need more attention 
from the federal government," said Ger- 
ald Chapman, Association President. 


"The NBA proposal to consolidate the 


many fragmented federal education pro- 
grams under a separate cabinet for edu- 
cation would provide both President Nix- 
on and Congress a better understanding 
of local school district problems," Chap- 
man stated. "What's more, it would help 
provide additional federal funds for edu- 
cation." 


The NEA has called for a massive 


"letter writing" campaign by teachers 
and interested persons urging President 
Nixon to immediately establish a Cabinet 
Department of Education. 


Two former Secretaries of the Depart- 


ment of Health, Education, and Welfare, 
John Gardner and Sen. Abraham Ribi- 
coff of Connecticut, have supported the 
concept of a separate cabinet position for 
education. HEW has been described as 
an "unmanageable empire" with more 
than 107,000 employes.

The IHSA Board of Directors, following 


a hearing on Saturday, ruled this week

The three were found innocent of know- 


ing they were violating By-law A-I-21 of 
the IHSA Official Handbook by attending 
a wrestling clinic last February. How- 
ever, the board maintained that Chidley 
and Whitnell, both underclassman, may 
not compete in wrestling until the end of 
the year's suspension. Fob 7, 1972 Doug- 
lass will graduate in June 


Bt'T THE BOARD also added this con- 


cerning the year's inedibility: 


"Further, the board has taken cogni- 


zance of the fact that some additional 
discretionary authority m the adminis- 


tration of this rule may be desirable, and 
anticipates that at the meeting of the 
Legislative Commission on Oct. 18, 1971, 
proposals to amend By-law A-I-21 will be 
considered with the possibility in mind of 
terminating the ineligibility in question 
for the Arlington squad members in- 
volved in the clinic at approximately the 
beginning of the 1971-72 wrestling sea- 
son." 


This means that Chidley, a junior, and 


Whitnell, a freshman, may still be able 
to regain their entire eligibility before 
the wrestling season begins. 


The board placed the blame for this 


incident with the high school. It ruled 
that due to a lack of communications, 
the rules were never explained to the 
athletes. The board also discovered that 
those in authority were not familiar with 
the rules and so made no attempt to stop 
the boys from attending the clinic. 


FOR THESE reasons, the board placed 


Arlington High School on probationary 
status with the IHSA for a period of one 
year beginning on April 5. According to 
the board, the probation will not deprive 
the school of any of its rights or privi- 
leges as a member of the association. It 
does mean, however, that if, during the 
piobationary period, any members of the 


staff are found to be in violation

ARLINGTON HEIGHTS police esti- 


mated there were about 150 car thefts 
handled by them last year and of these, 
recovery of 80 per cent of them was 
made, many in less than 48 hours. They 
said most cars are found abandoned and 
an arrest is almost never made. They 
listed parking lots and shopping centers 
as best locations for thieves to operate 
in. but said they seldom recover cars 
which have been totally stripped. 


The AMIA estimates this year car 


thefts will top the one million mark for 
the first time in the country's history, up 
from 325.000 in I960. From 1967 to 19f>8

"Auto theft does more than threaten 


property loss and inconvenience," said 
the insurance association. "It also endan- 
gers all motorists because the accident 
rate nf stolen cars is 200 times that of the 
overall auto accident rate. Each year 
thousands of persons are injured and 
hundreds killed by accidents involving 
stolen cars." 


A high percentage of stolen cars are 


used in other crimes. For example, more 
than 40 per cent of cars used in bank 
robberies are stolen. 


EXPERTS AGREE that the number 


of stolen autos would fall if motorists 
would not make it so convenient for a 
thief to drive the car away. Most auto 
thefts are "crimes of opportunity," and 
would not have occurred if the thief 
hadn't found the car so easy to take. 


About 75 per cent of the auto thefts are 


for transportation, usually for juvenile 
joyrides, since more than half the thefts 
are committed by youths under 18. Po- 
lice recover 84 per cent of the stolen 
cars, but many have been wrecked, dam- 
aged or stripped of salable parts such as 
wheels, bucket seats, deluxe steering 
wheels, radios, stereo tapeplayers, even 
engines. 


Because two-thirds of all auto thefts 
occur at night — more than half from 
p r i v a t e residences, apartments, or 
streets in residential districts — law en- 
forcement agencies solve only 18 per 
cent of the thefts by arrest of the offen- 
der. About half of the stolen vehicles are 
taken and recovered within 48 hours. 


What can be done about this growing 


problem? 


The AMIA says "lock-your-door" cam- 


paigns in several major cities have been 
successful in reducing thefts. 


Some motorists have installed burglar 


alarms on their cars, others have a sec- 
ond ignition switch installed in some hid- 
den location to provide an additional 
handicap for the would-be thief. 


T H E A M I A S U G G E S T S these 


safeguards to prevent your car 
from 


being stolen: 


—Keep car doors locked and windows 


tightly closed whenever your car is unat- 
tended. Don't leave doors unlocked or 
keys in your car just because it is parked 
in the driveway or in front of your house. 
Most car thefts occur in residential dis- 
tricts. 


—Do not attract potential thieves by 


leaving valuable items exposed in the 
car. Often thieves will pilfer your car, 
then drive it away as an afterthought. 


—Park in lighted, busy areas, prefera- 


bly near a street lamp or a lighted store 
window. Most thieves won't risk working 
on a locked car in the light, when there's 
usually a car nearby that someone left 
parked in the dark. 


—Have a private identification on your 


car — your business card dropped into 
the window channel of the door or your 
initials scratched in some hidden place. 
This often helps identify a car when the 


engine numbers and other 
identifying 


features have been tampered with. 


—Do not hide an extra ignition key un- 


der a floor mat. seat, the hood or some 
other safe place. 


—Never leave the car's registration 


papers in the glove compartment. Pro- 
fessional thieves prize such proof of own- 
ership. 


—If your car is stolen, report the theft 


promptly to the police.

vitamins and make the sugar white We 
take the rice and take the brown part off

leave the carbohydrate without the vita- 
mins to metabolize it" 


' The new, outstanding mcrunination in 


heart disease is not just fat but sugar 
—table sugar —in the last year or so " 
said Rmgsdorf 


Although the US Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration has often taken a dim view 


toward over-the-counter vitamin prepa- 
rations, Cheraskm and Rmgsdorf believe 
there is more and more evidence of the 
need for supplements 


Rmgsdorf and Cheraskm claim the ma- 


jority of practicing medical doctors 
across the nation are not well acquainted 
with the demands of a proper diet, and 


seldom advise patients on nutritional 
needs 


"We're not indicting doctors, they're 


indicting themselves," said Cheraskm 
The one thing they seldom do is ask you 
what you eat The assumption IB that you 
are eating well because you don't look 
like a Biafran child '

Heights, would amend the state's reve- 
nue laws to allow owners of residential 
property additional time to redeem prop- 
erty with delinquent tax bills 


The hill was passed by the revenue 


committee and is awaiting action on the 
floor 


THK OTHFR bill has been passed by 


the counties and townships committee It 
would require a three-fourths vote of a 
county board to change a zoning code if 
protests are filed by owners of property 
abtiting the change

Ralph Nader, the crusading attorney 


who has attacked everyone from Det- 
roit's top auto makers to the Federal 
Drug Administration, will lecture at 
Elmhurst College Thursday, April 22. 


The fifth in a series of centennial year 


lecturers for the college, Nader will 
speak at 8 p.m. m Hammerschmidt 
Chapel, 190 Prospect, in Elmhurst. 


An outspoken critic of the auto in- 


dustry, Nader first made headlines in 1965 
with his book, "Unsafe At Any Speed," 
charging car manufacturers with failing 
to insure safety in constructingtheir pro- 
ducts. The indictments prompted one of 
Detroit's auto giants to attempt an abor- 
tive investigation of Nader's private life 
and spurred Congress to pass the 1966 
Traffic Safety Act. 


SINCE THEN Nader, and a group of 


law students, have charged corporate gi- 
ants with dumping massive amounts of 
pollution into the air and water, and for 
operating with inadequate and unsafe 
standards, particularly in regard to gas 
pipeline safety. 


"Nader's Raiders" have also attacked 


the meat and fish industry for certain 
unsanitary conditions and the medical 
profession for the dangers of radiation 
and over-exposure in the course of medi- 
cal and dental X-rays. 


His public interest research group has 


petitioned the Federal Trade Commission 
to require the detergent companies to list 
the phosphate content of their products; 
the Federal Drug Administration to issue 
better warnings on birth control pills, 
and to require the industrial world to 
study the credibility of the advertising 
profession 


According to "Business Week" maga- 


zine, Nader's crusade on behalf of the 
nation's consumers has gained momen- 
t u m , particularly on the 
nation's 


campuses. 


For example, under his guidance stu- 


dents in Maine are investigating the pol- 
lution from paper mills; others in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, have opened an auto com- 
plaint center that negotiates car buyer 
grievances with dealers, and students in 
Oregon have voted to allocate a $3 per 
year increase in student activity fees to

The increase results from a provision 


in the law requiring an annual review of 
hospital costs under Medicare, and an 
adjustment of the portion of the hospital 
bill for which a Medicare beneficiary is 
responsible if these costs have risen sub- 
stantially 


The hospital deductible amount, Scha- 


fer explained, is intended to make the 
Medicare beneficial y responsible for ex- 
penses equivalent to the average cost of 
one day of hospital care It is similar to 
the deductible amounts provided in many 
auto insurance policies where the car 
owner pays the first $50 or $100 of a re- 
pair bill, and the insurance company 
pays the rest. 


THE LAW STATES that if the annual 


review shows that hospital costs have 
changed significantly, the hospital deduc- 
tible must be adjusted for the following 
year with any necessary adjustments 
made in $4 steps — to avoid small annual 
changes 


Schafer said when the hospital deduc- 


tible amount changes, the law requires 
c o m p r a a b l e chanegs in the dollar 
amounts that a Medicare beneficiary 
pays toward a hospital stay of more than 
stay of more than 20 days. These 
amounts also went up ebgmning Jan. 1. 
When a Medicare beneficiary has a hos- 
pital stay of more than 60 days he will 
pay SIS a day for the 61st through the 
90th day, up from the present $13 per 
day 


If he needs to draw on his "lifetime 


reserve," the reserve account a benefi- 
ciary can draw upon if he ever needs 
more than 90 days of hospital care in the 
same benefit period, he will now pay $30 
for each day used, instead of the present 
$26 per day, Schafer explained

paigning, have generally coasted to re- 
election. 


Challengers have been required to

dent has drawn the lines for the battle. 


Whether he meant it or not, James

over," separated Mrs. Hannah Wilson 
and Larry Moran from the field. 


In turn, an anonymous group, calling 


itself the Citizens Committee, endorsed 
three candidates — D. Eugene Nugent, 
Ross Miller and Milton Hansen — in a 
handbill. Hamill made the same public 
endorsement yesterday in the Herald. 


One wonders, though, how much the 


flurry will affect the race. Another candi- 
date. Robert Fuchs, said at a forum he 
felt "left out" by the controversy. 


Fuchs realizes increased name recog- 


nition may be the outcome of the cam- 
paign.

Han- 
sen has tactfully avoided some of the 
campaign rhetoric; he hasn't actively 
campaigned, either. 
—Ross A. Miller of Mount Prospect: 
He'll draw a strong conservative vote 
and a vote from those persons who op- 
pose Mrs. Wilson. In the debates he's 
been the person most closely aligned 
with the Citizens Committee for a Better 
Harper College. 


—Gene W. Beery of Palatine: Beery 


He'll draw some 
strength from Palatine and Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


—Robert Fuch of Prospect Heights: 


Fuchs will draw strength in Prospect 
Heights and other eastern areas in the 
district.

Weak Defense 
For Assessors 


Cook County's recent decision to 


exclude township assessors from 
fhe taxing process must be re- 
garded as a progressive move to- 
wards sounder, more efficient ad- 
ministration of government. 


In 
notifying 
the 
30 suburban 


township officials, the county as- 
sessor's office explained their ser- 
vices were nn longer needed be- 
cause of a ruling earlier this year 
by the Illinois Attorney General. 
The ruling, in effect, said that per- 
sonal property taxes could not be 
levied on businesses operated as 
proprietorships 
or 
partnerships. 


Unincorporated businesses such as 
these qualified for exemption from 
the tax under the repeal last No- 
vember of the individual personal 
property levy, according to the at- 
torney general. 


Since this property no longer was 


taxable, 
the 
principal 
responsi- 


bility of township assessors had 
been eliminated. And Cook County 
Assessor P. J 
Cull«>rton pointed 


out the minor tasks that remained 
did not justify the cost to tax- 
payers 


T h e 
township

much more important than Culler- 
ton s office would have us believe 
They 
argue the 
local assessor 


•erves as a stopgap between subur- 
ban

"Democratic machine" influences 
at the county level Furthermore. 
they claim to provide the only 
sounding board for responding to 
questions from area residents. 


We recognize that many asses- 


sors at the township levels are 
dedicated to the role of "represent- 
ing" local interests Though 
com- 


mendable, this is a voluntary ser- 
vice characteristic 
of only 
the 


more vigorous township assessors 
And even the most enthusiastic 
performance of that particular role 
would not justify the expense 


The savings in tax money alone 


overrides most arguments for re- 


taining township assessors in Cook 
C o u n t y . Preliminary estimates 
show the cost of tax assessment 


will be reduced by at least $750,000 
a year. Moreover, the existing lim- 
ited activities of the township posts 
will be absorbed by the county as- 
sessor with no added expense. 


A fight for survival is imminent. 


The township Assessors' Associ- 
ation of Cook County has not publi- 
cly responded to the county action. 
But individual members make it 
clear the group will not succumb 
without a struggle. 


Township assessors in the North- 


west suburbs reported they ex- 
pected the move by Cullerton's of- 
fice 
And apparently others saw 


the handwriting on the wall, for 
even before the recent county deci- 
sion. State Rep. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, introduced legisla- 
tion to broaden the powers of town- 
ship assessors in Cook County. In 
effect, the township officials would 
be given responsibility to assess 
real property. 


But Juckett's bill and similar 


past efforts are designed primarily 
to strengthen the township in Cook 
County as a GOP political base. 
And >t is expected the Park Ridge 
Republican's legislation will be un- 
successful, for current trends are 
moving 
overwhelmingly 
against 


the anachronistic township-form of 
government. 


The county, of course, is not em- 


powered to "abolish" township as- 
sessor posts. What it has done is to 
serve notice there no longer will be 
any need for them. And it is incon- 
ceivable township voters would ap- 
prove an annual salary, which 
could range from $4,000 to $17,000, 
for public officials who won't have 
anything to do. 


We believe the county was wise 


to eliminate this needless and ex- 
pensive post. Subsequent savings 
to taxpayers and increased effi- 
ciency in the assessment operation 
ultimately will bear out our con- 
viction.

Yes, 
the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 


Corporation, an agency ot the U.S. Government, 
has increased the insurance protection for each 
account from M5.000 to $20,000. The FSLIC 
and its twin agency, the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation (FD1C), were established by 
Congress to insure the funds ot savers in savings 
and loan associations and banks, respectively. 
The provisions ot the Federal Code covering 
payment bv the FSLIC and FDIC are identical. 


Not all savings and loans are members of the 


FSLIC. As a Federallv chartered association, 
Arlington Heights Federal Savings must be a 
member and must operate therefore in accord 
with the rules and regulations ot the FSLIC. 


While the FSLIC can boast, justifiably, that 


not one penny has been lost in its insured ac-

since the Association lett leased facilities on 
north State Road in December 195* to occupy 
its own quarters. Second-story wings uore added 
to the original building in 1962-6.)

• Eighteen teller stations, instead ot the eight 


now available. 


• A first-floor lobby three times its present size.

• Doubling of overall capacity from a present 


16,800 to 36.000 square teet. 
Based on a projection ot 10 per cent annual 


growth rate, the building program should serve 
the Association's needs until 1980. Whether 
sooner or later, this will be determined by our 
patrons, the men and women and children who 
entrust their savings to us for investment in the 
development of local communities.

In A Scries A Concise Look at 
Common Diseases 


Rubeola 
(Red Measles) 
Cause: A virus, transmitted in droplets spread by coughs or 


sneezes, by direct contact with infected persons, indirectly by 
articles contaminated by secretions from the nose or throat; 
sometimes it is airborne. 


Symptoms: After an incubation period of seven to 14 days (usual- 


ly 13), fever, runny nose, hacking cough, inflamed eyes, tiny 
white spots inside the cheeks. The temperature may rise 
rapidly or may go up by steps for three days. A characteristic 
rash appears about the fourth day. beginning at the hairline 
on the face and neck, spreading to the torso and extremities. 


Treatment: Confinement to bed until the rash clears, then protec- 


tion from cold and dampness for 10 to 14 days. Strong light 
will cause discomfort, so keep patient turned away from the 
principal source of light. Itching may be relieved by calamine 
lotion. Sometimes cough medicine and penicillin are given. 
The patient should be isolated, from the first appearance ot 
early signs until about tour or five days alter the rash 
appears. 


Complications: Usually, none. Occasionally pneumonia, ear ab- 


cesses, a severe and sometimes fatal form of encephalitis, or, 
rarely, blindness. 


Control: A highly effective vaccine is now available. Gamma 


globulin given five to six days alter exposure can prevent or 
modify the disease. All articles soiled by nose and throat 
secretions should be dismtected or burned. 


Rubella 
(German Measles) 
Cause: A virus -- NOT the same virus which causes the poten- 


tially less serious rubeola (red measles) 


Symptom*: A rash, usually taint, which .slowly covers the trunk 


and finally appears on the extremities Occasional joint pains 
in wrists, fingers or ankles borne reddening ot the throat and 
eyelids; swelling of lymph nodes at the back ot the neck. 


Treatment: Usually, the patient is not especially ill, the tempera- 


ture is rarely high, and there is little or no cough. Rest is 
usually prescribed. 


Duration: The illness lasts about three days 
Complications: Usually, none. Occasionally pneumonia, ear ab- 


scesses, a seclarly in the nationwide rubella epidemic ot 
1964-66, it has become clear that when a mother has the 
disease during the first three months ot pregnancy, profound 
damage to the intant may result These babies mav ha\e 
heart damage, deafness, cataracts, faulty vision, alterations 
in the bones and even mental abnormality, and may mtect 
others for many months. 


Prevention: After years of searrh, the virus has been identified, a 


vaccine has been developed, and it has been licensed. Given 
to girls before puberty, it will prevent the sad problem ot the 
rubella baby. 


Mumps 
Cause: A virus. 
Sympiomv Sometimes few or none; many people have mumps 


without reali/mg it. In childhood, slight fever, mdetinite 
feeling of illness, swelling of the salivarv glands, minor dis- 
comfort. Rarely, hi^h fever and severe illness. 


Treatment: Rest, aspirin for discomtort 
Complications: In adults, mumps <an he a painhil and serious 


disease. There may be pamtul inflammation of the testicles in 
adolescent and adult males In women, there mav be in 
tection of the ovaries. However, contrary to the popular 
belief, mumps in adults seldom causes sterility. Mumps some- 
times leads to a form ot meningitis which, curiously, is not 
serious. 


Prevention: An entremely eftective vaccine has been developed, 


with a success ratio of about 9") per cent. It is usually not 
given to small children, because it they contract the disease 
thev arc not usually very sick and they gam a reliable degree 
ot immunity. However, it is strongly advised tor boys over 
10, and for adult males, who have .NOT had the disease 
itself. It mav also be given to girls and women who have not 
had mumps. 


Tonsillitis 
Cause: Almost any infection which involves the nose and throat 


may involve the tonsils, which are composed largely ot lym- 
phoid cells, and, because of their position in the throat, serve 
as the "first line of defense" against organisms invading the 
bodv. A number of different organisms can cause tonsillitis; 
the bug called beta streptococcus is often the culprit. 


Symptoms: Red and swollen tonsils, which may be covered with a 


discharge ot pus. The glands of the neck are often much 
swollen. .Varlet lever begins in much the same way. How- 
ever, in the latter, the scarlet rash appears in about 24 hours. 


Treatment: All beta streptococci respond quickly to penicillin, 


but this requires about 10 days ot treatment.. Other bacterial 
infections are treated with appropriate medications, depend- 
ing on the nature of the organism. 


Complications: Where beta streptococcus is the infecting agent, it 


may sometimes lead to acute rheumatic fever with .sub- 
sequent heart damage, or to acute kidney disease. Vigorous 
use of penicillin is- often prescribed to prevent these after 
effects. 


Croup 
Cause: Various degrees of obstruction or swelling in the larynx 


(voice box) as the result of a viral respiratory intection such 
as the common cold or bacterial organism such as hemophilus 
influenza*. 


What Not 


To Do 


DON'T move a fracture victim 


until the break is properly splinted, 
unless he is in danger where he lies. 


DON'T apply heat to a sprain or 


fracture, only cold packs. 


DON'T use chemicals for any 


purpose for which they are not spec- 
ifically intended. 


DON'T allow children to put any 


plant parts — leaves, berries, seeds, 
or flowers — into their mouths. 
Many common plants are poisonous; 
castor bean seeds and all parts of 
oleander are among the most dan- 
gerous. 


DON'T leave pesticides within 


the reach of children. Many common 
household substances, 
including 


medicines, are dangerous in the 
hands of children and should be 
kept out of reach. 


DON'T leave children alone in 


the house or unattended in the bath- 
tub. 


DON'T leave matches within the 


reach of children. 


DON'T light fires with gasoline. 


DON'T smoke in bed or any- 


where you are likely to fall asleep, 
nor when your gas tank is being 
filled. 


DON'T try to clean burns. Don't 


use medication, grease, oil or butter 
on burns. Cold water is the best 
emergency treatment. 


DON'T bandage too tightly. Ap- 


ply bandage evenly and firmly. A 
bandage that is too tight can cause 
further injury. 


DON'T try to force liquid by 


mouth on an unconscious person. 


DON'T take any medicine with- 


out reading the label. 


DON'T panic in an emergency. 


Concentrate on the injury, not the 
person. 


.Symptoms: Hoarse, noisy, "croupy" respiratory sounds, with a 


barking cough. Stndor 
the high-pitched, noisy breathing 


often comes on suddenly in the early evening, and may 


ternly the child and his parents alike. 


Treatment: Otten croup is relieved by a steam kettle or vaporizer 


at the bedside, cold compresses to the throat, or induced 
vomiting The child may feel better if he is placed in a 
bathroom with a hot shower running, creating steam. Some 
may do better in a cold mist in a hospital-type mist tent. In 
serious cases, passage ot a breathing tube through the larynx 
may be necessary. Sometimes a surgical opening must be 
provided below the larynx — a procedure called tracheosto- 
my. 


Physicians used to reter to "true croup" or "false 


croup." The former was diphtheria, a gravely serious disease* 
marked by intense inflammation, hoarseness, loss of voice, 
and even suffocation and death. Now, as the result of immu- 
nisation, diphtheria has all but disappeared, and only the 
several varieties of "ialse croup" remain. 


Rheumatic Fever 
Cause: A streptococcus infection, usually preceded by a sore 


throat which may or may not be detected as a "strep" 
throat. 


Symptoms: Fever, tender, swollen joints. 
Treatment: Responds to antibiotic therapy. Symptoms usually 


subside within eight to 16 weeks even without treatment. 


Prevention: Persons who have once had an attack of rheumatic 


fever are Usually maintained on extended antibiotic treat- 
ment to prevent tlare-ups. Precautionary methods are partic- 
ularly indicated if there is a tendency for rheumatic fever to 
occur in family. The most important preventive measure: 
Prompt medical attention for sore throats. 


Complications: Rheumatic heart disease often (but not always) 


results. 


Outlook: Rheumatic fever is much less prevalent and less threat- 


ening than it once was. Dramatic advances — especially in

antibiotics — have reduced the gravity of rheumatic heart 
disease. 


Influenza 
Cause: A number of different viruses can cause "flu." 
Symptoms: Headache, cough, sore throat, nasal discharge, fever, 


muscle pains and a general feeling of being utterly miserable, 
followed by a "below par" feeling which can last for a week 
or more. 


Treatment: The aim is to keep the patient comfortable and to 


prevent the development of complications. The patient 
should stay in bed, drink adequate amounts of fluid, and eat 
lightly. Aspirin can help to reduce the discomfort, and cough 
medicine may be of value. Beyond that, the disease must run 
its course. 


Complications: Flu may lead to pneumonia, abscessed ears or 


other secondary infections, sometimes even death. High-risk 
groups include elderly persons, pregnant women, and persons 
with such chronic illnesses as heart or lung disease or diabe- 
tes. 


Prevention: Vaccines have been developed to provide protection 


against as many strains of flu as possible; however, when a 
new strain comes along — like the A-2 or the Hong Kong 
strains responsible for world-wide 1965-66 and 1968-1969 
epidemics — the older vaccines do not provide protection. In 
cases like this, the specific vaccine is usually in short supply 
and is reserved for people in the high-risk groups. 


Infectious Mononucleosis 
Cause: An infecting organism which is believed to be viral. 
Contagion: Probably transmitted by any close contact. 
Symptoms: Headache, sore throat, mild fever, sometimes a rash, 


weakness and listlessness. The site of the infection is the 
lymphatic system, and the lymph nodes in the neck are 
particularly likely to be enlarged and sensitive. There may be 
enlargement of the spleen. The disease is particularly preva- 
lent among adolescents, on college campuses and in the 
armed services. 


Diagnostic Procedures: The diagnosis can be confirmed by blood 


tests. 


Treatment: No specific treatment is available. The disease can 


only be permitted to run its course. Rest and medication to 
alleviate discomfort are usually the essence of treatment. The 
patient is usually advised to stay out of crowds because of 
susceptibility to other infections. 


Duration: Acute symptoms last only a few days, weariness and 


need for continued rest extend for weeks. Some patients are 
prone to relapse. 


Complications: Liver and spleen involvement, which may develop 


into a serious health problem. 


Outlook: Complete recovery. Patients rarely have the disease 


twice. 


Pneumonia 
Cause: Most commonly an infection, either viral or bacterial. 


May also be caused by entrance of foreign material into the 
lungs, such as smoke or vomited substances. 


Symptoms: Fever, shortness of breath, generalized weakness, pro- 


duction of sputum, coughing, chest pains. Onset is character- 
istically sudden. Disease frequently develops as complication 
of other respiratory infection. 


Diagnostic Procedures: Can usually be detected when physician 


listens to chest for abnormal sounds. Confirmed by X-ray 
studies. 


Treatment: Antibiotics are extremely effective in most cases of 


bacterial pneumonia; ineffective in viral pneumonia, but are 
often used because of threat of secondary bacterial infection. 


Convalescence: A gravely ill person with bacterial pneumonia, 


successfully treated with antibiotics, may show dramatic im- 
provement within 24 hours. Coughing may persist for some 
time. The patient with viral pneumonia may feel below par 
for a prolonged period of tune. 


Outlook: This is no-longer the dreaded illness it was before the 


availability of antibiotics. 


Hemorrhoids 
Cause: Enlargement of the thin-walled veins supplying the lower 


part of the rectum. Their chance of development are in- 
creased by chronic constipation or by the pressure created by 
the enlarged uterus during pregnancy. 


Symptoms: Protrusion of the enlarged vessels from the rectal 


opening. Rectal bleeding, which is usually bright red and 
whidh is not mixed with fecal matter expelled during a bowel 
movement. (Rectal bleeding may have other causes, too.) 
Pain and itching are sometimes associated with hemorrhoids. 


Treatment: Many cases of hemorrhoids require no treatment at 


all. Discomfort can be relieved by hot sitz baths and by 
certain medications. These latter, however, should always be 
obtained by physician's prescription; self-treatment is dan- 
gerous because the patient may mistake his symptoms for 
hemorrhoids when, in fact, another disorder may be present. 
Some hemorrhoids are temporarily improved by injections 
which shrink them. The only cure for hemorrhoids is surgery,' 
but this is not necessary for all patients suffering from the 
disorder. 


Outlook: A small percentage of hemorrhoids recur alter surgical 


removal.

Effective records management is a 


matter of survival, according to Evans. 
"Paperwork is increasing, especially 
w hen a computer is used to turn out du- 
plicate copies," he said "We use reten- 
tion studies so we don't get buried in pa- 
perwork " 


Retention programming Is used to de- 


termine the life cycle of a piece of paper 
Working with department managers, the 
records manager decides how long it 
should be kept in an office, and how long 
in a records center, and if it should be 
destroyed 
Union 76 extends its oper- 


ations into 38 states, and the length of 
time that records must be preserved 
vanes between them A storage center in 
Elk Grove Village houses many of the 
company records. 


This records manager knows the value 


of saving records as well as disposing of 
them "In companies where they have 
never had a records system, usually one- 
third of their records can be destroyed 
and one-third stored," he said "This 
eliminates the need for two-out of three 
filing cabinets 


"We also find in the company lacking 


records management, that 25 per cent of 
their storage space is empty, another 25 
per cent is taken up by blank forms, and 
only 50 per cent contains records," said 
Evans "Using a records system saves 
the expense of buying new filing cabi- 
nets, saves the floor space they take up 
and saves employe time in looking 
through duplicate records " 


Evans said his concern, and that of the 


other ARMA members, includes corre- 
spondence, files, forms and reports man- 
agement; historical documentation, in- 
formation retrieval; microfilm; retention 
programming; and vital records protec- 
tion. New areas of interest include inter- 
national affairs, paper reclamation, mi- 
crographics and curriculum development 
in hhe field. 


Protecting records from bombings and 


arson is a growing concern in the area of 


vital records protection "More records 
centers are being bombed, and computer 
tapes damaged," Evans said. "Univer- 
sities and government agencies are key 
tatgets. Computer tapes at these loca- 
tions must be duplicated and stored of- 
fsite if information is to be protected." 


Even the janitor is under the watchful 


eye of the records manager in his efforts 
to combat industrial espionage "It's im- 
portant to screen janitors for security," 
said Evans "Carbon typewriter ribbons, 
used only once, or carbon paper, could 
be stolen and sold " 


Records managers try to reduce the 


number of duplicating machines in the 
vicinity of confidential records, accord- 
ing to Evans Secret records can be kept 
m locked vaults Shredding machines, 
used by Union 76 and other firms, are 
the surest way to keep outsiders from 
looking at secret files

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THE HERALD Rome Sinking Faster Than Venice 


by CHARLES W. BELL 


R O M E (UPD—French astrologer 


Michel de Notredame, whose rhyming 
predictions in the mid-16th century ex- 
cited world attention, said London, Pans 
and "new" cities would disappear in the 
year 2000 in a great world war 
But 


Rome, he said, would survive — to 
drown 


Some nervous Romans are beginning 


to think De Notredame, or "Nostra- 
damus" to use the name he adopted, was 
right 


But most of this city's 28 million in- 


habitants either do not know or do not 
care that parts of Rome are sinking at a 
rate of thiee-fourths of an inch a year 


The rate, in fact, is four times faster 
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than Venice, the city which stirs so much 
concern when annual submersion figures 
are announced Venice is sinking at a 
rate of less than one sixty-fourth of an 
inch a year 


At the current rate, Romans could be 


using gondolas to cross the city by the 
year 2611 


WHETHER THE Eternal City is en- 


dangered b> subterranean water is a 
question vexing scientists, engineers and 
archeologists Nobody seems to know. 


Archeologist Gughelmo Gatti said tests 


in 1915 and 1955 in the central part of 
Rome now occupied 
by 
the 
Colonna 


Gallery show Rome has sunk three feet 
ten inches since the earliest tests 


"But the phenomenon," he said, "Is 


certainly no cause for worry. It is more 
like a shifting of subterranean water 
from one part of Rome to another." 


Some experts think two or three under- 


ground rivers crisscross Rome, but no- 
body knows for sure. The government 
hydraulic 
agency 
has 
no authority 


to investigate water underground so it 
does not bother. 


But there was a stream running under 


parts of Central Rome when engineers 
drew up a map of the city in 1C79. It was 
called the Petronia River, which was fed 
by several other ancient underground 
streams, and flowed into the River Tiber. 
It still exists, but its extent is not known. 


THE REASON Rome is sinking, arch- 


eologists say, is because water is trapped 
beneath the heart of the ancient city.

A preliminary survey by the Inter- 


national Union of Official Travel Organi- 
zations (ILOTO) says a record 167 mil- 
lion tourists spent a record $155 billior 
during their visits to other countries last

The survey by the Geneva-based IUOTO

"corrective ad" whereby an advertiser 
judged guilty of deception would have to 
take out new ads and admit that his old 
ones were false. Not surprisingly, adver- 
tising men in general recoil at the notion 
of spending good money to say bad 
things about themselves. In an editorial, 
Advertising Age called it "cruel and un- 
usual punishment."

What is a mortgage? 


A mortgage is a legal agreement conveying 
property as security for the payment of a 
debt. The borrower agrees to repay the 
loan in a specified period of time and num- 
ber of payments. In return for the loan, he 
grants a lien on the property to the lender. 
The title remains in the hands of the bor- 
rower. 


Is there more than one type 


of mortgage? 


Yes, there are three basic types of mort- 
gages: conventional, FHA and VA. 


CONVENTIONAL MORTGAGES are granted 
by savings and loans and other local finan- 
cial institutions. On conventional mort- 
gages, you can usually borrow up to 80% 
of the appraised valuation of the property. 


FHA (FEDERAL HOUSING ADMINISTRA- 
TION) MORTGAGES are granted by some 
lending institutions including Bell. The sig- 
nificant difference between these and con- 
ventional loans is that the FHA guarantees 
payment to the lending institution in case 
of deiault by the borrower. FHA mortgages 
generally require smaller down payments. 
They are available on property approved 
by the FHA. 


VA MORTGAGES are available only to cer- 
tain eligible veterans. The amount of the 
loan is guaranteed by the Veteran's Ad- 
ministration up to a maximum of $12,500. 
The interest rate is sometimes lower than 
that of other mortgages and you can often 
borrow the full purchase price without hav- 
ing to make a down payment. 


What other charges and closing fees 


should I expect? 


In addition to the down payment you should 
plan for additional expenses: Many lenders 
charge service charges and these vary 
from institution to institution. Some lenders 
also charge an appraisal or closing fee 
(Bell does not charge for either of these on 
conventional loans). Title insurance can 
cost you $50 to $100, and you should plan 
a legal fee for your lawyer. 


How long is the average mortgage? 


Most mortgages made today are for 25 
years. Of course, it is possible to make a 
mortgage for a shorter period of time, but 
this requires larger monthly repayments. In 
recent years, there have been some mort- 
gages for 30 years. Still the 25 ,year mort- 
gage remains the standard of the lending 
industry. 


How do I know what I should spend 


on a house? 


What you spend on a house should be de- 
termined by two things. How much do you 
have available for a cash down payment? 
How much are you able to pay for your 
monthly payments? Obviously if you're 
young and expect your income to increase 
in the years ahead, you can afford to spend 
more than if you're older and have achieved 
your maximum income level. 
As a general guide for younger buyers, 
sound economics suggest your monthly 
mortgage payment not exceed one quarter 
of your monthly income. Or that the pur- 
chase price of the property not exceed two 
and one half to three times your yearly in- 
come. However, your individual circum- 
stances will dictate exactly how much you 


should spend, and your real estate broker 
or attorney can be extremely helpful in 
suggesting the price range of the home you 
should be looking at. 


What are points? 


On certain types of mortgages, particularly 
FHA, the lending institution sometimes 
makes an additional charge for handling 
the loan. This is done to bring the return 
up to what they can get on other types of 
investments. When this charge is made to 
the seller, it is called "points". When it's 
to the buyer, it is referred to as a "service 
charge". 


How long does it take to get 


a mortgage? 


Normally, from the time application is made, 
it takes about two weeks to process and 
approve a convention I mortgage. FHA and 
VA mortgages generally take somewhat 
longer to process and approve. 


Do I need a lawyer? 


For the average person, the purchase of a 
home is pcobably the largest single invest- 
ment of a lifetime. Buying a house is a com- 
plex transaction, and we would certainly 
recommend you use the services and ex- 
pertise of an attorney. He can help you de- 
termine such things as exactly what prop- 
erty is included in the sale, the date of 
possession and the proper pro-rating of 
such items as insurance, taxes and utilities. 


What is included hi 


my monthly payment? 


Your monthly payment includes charges on 
the principal of the loan, interest on the 
unpaid balance, and escrow payments for 
real estate taxes and insurance.

Central air conditioning is the best way 


to make your house livable during the

price under $30.000. A young couple just 
hasn't got enough savings to buy a large 
home." 


A two-bedroom home, especially a town- 


home, is the biggest seller in the 
mar- 


ket, according to Hoffman. For the 
younger couple, a two-bedroom unit is 
quite 
acceptable, 
he 
said. 
"Today, 


couples think of having one or two kids 
rather than three or four as the older 
couples did. so they don't need extra bed- 
rooms," he said. "Older couples go for 


the two-bedroom units, if their children 
have grown up. 


"The 
notion that the 
single-family 


home is sacred is disappearing," said 
Hoffman. "A home is now a place to stay 
for five years or so, before moving else- 
where." 


Today's young, educated market is 


used to moving around, Hoffman said. 
The appeal of a townhouse in this market1 


is therefore not just the lower cost. Free- 
dom from the responsibility of mainte- 
nance is also important, leaving the 
couple free to travel, he said. 


Hoffman said the younger buyer will 


settle for a house with fewer extras such 
as carpeting. He noted that most builders 
are going to smaller square footage in 
housing to accommodate the market. 


Hoffman sees the housing industry go- 


ing more heavily into the 
PUD, 
or 


p l a n n e d unit development, concept. 
"This housing mix not only generates 
more sales, but it also makes a better 
community," he said.

tributed to corporate borrowing to cover 
the unpaid portion of 1970 federal income 
tax liabilities. In the week ended March

It appears, however, that a significant

A unusually large proportion of the gain 
is accounted for by smaller banks, some 
of which have acquired blocks of com- 
mercial paper in recent weeks. More- 
ever. the largest banks that report a 
breakdown of their business loans contin- 
ue to .show a buildup in their holdings of 
acceptances — also an indication of a 
surplus of loanable funds, the report 
said. 


BANK PURCHASE of municipal secu- 


rities have been unusually heavy and 
widespread in the past six months the 
bank said Obligations of states and polit- 
ical subdivisions held by the 55 largest 
Seventh District banks rose more than 16 
per cent from late August until early 
March.

Eggs Can Be 


Easy-To-Peel 


Store eggs for 24 hours in the refrig- 


erator, hard-cook them in a salt water 
solution and you'll have easy-to-peel 
eegs. 


That's the advice of an Ontario re- 


search team based on their recent in- 
vestigation of factors that may influence 
the peelability of hard-cooked eggs. 


It's generally acknowledged that eggs 


that have been stored for some time peel 
more easily and cleanly than freshly laid 
eggs, says Hugh Johnson, University of 
Illinois Extension poultry specialist. 


Most urban homemakers may not gel 


freshly laid eggs, but the current trend 
in egg rpoduction is to get the eggs to the 
consumer as quickly and in as fresh con- 
dition as possible. 


The research team found that the ea--e 


of peeling hard-cooked eggs stored at 42 
to 56 degrees — roughly home refnp- 
erator temperatures — increased rapid'1 


during the first 2 days and then leveled 
off. 


Storage temperature also influenced 


peelability. Eggs were easier to pe;! 
when stored at above-room temperature*, 
rather than at refrigerator temperature 


Hard-cooked eggs peeled cleanly aftp' 


24 hours of storage at 86 degreesF. The- 
findings are consistent with the old 
adage that leaving eggs out overmgN 
makes them clean-peeling. But Johnson 
says that neither he nor the Ontario re- 
searchers advocates the practice because 
egg quality decreases if left at room 
temperature or above for several hours 


Adding salt to the cooking water didn'f 


produce any change in the peelability of 
freshly gathered eggs But if stored for 
24 hours, eggs hard-cooked in a salt wa- 
ter solution of 1 to 10 per cent were eas 
ier to peel.

with milk and stir gradually into the 
flour. Add butter. Beat with rotary beat- 
er or electric mixer until very smooth 
and light. Or combine all ingredients in 
blender jar and whirl until smooth, about 
20 seconds. Divide the batter into 12 hot 
greased muffin pans or custard cups. 
Bake at 450 degrees about 40 minutes un- 
til they mushroom and brown. Serve hot. 
Popovers may be reheated, if necessary, 
in foil or a paper bag. 


VODKA EASTER EGGS 


12 eggs 
3 packages fruit-flavored 


gelatin 


3 cups hot water 
% cup vodka 


Using a large darning needle, punch a 


hole in each end of egg, making a 
slightly larger hole at the broad end. 
Hold egg over a bowl and blow the con- 
tents into the bowl. (The eggs will be 
used for the brunch omelets.) Fill the 
empty shells with water to rinse them 
and blow out the water. Seal the smaller 
hole in each with hot candle wax. Put 
shells back in egg carton. 


Prepare the filling: Use 3 different col- 


ored fruit-flavored gelatins for best ef- 
fect. To each add 1 cup very hot water; 
stir to dissolve. Cool slightly. To each 
add % cup vodka. Using a tiny funnel, 
carefully pour the cooled gelatin into the 
eggs through the large hole. Chill in 
the refrigerator until firmly set. Before 
serving gently crack and peel off the 
shells. 


CHEESE SCRAMBLED EGGS 


12 eggs 
4 ounces Cheddar cheese 
1 cup dairy sour cream 


l'£ teaspoons salt 
'4 teaspoon white pepper 
3 tablespoons butter 
Stir eggs with a fork to blend yolks and 


whites. Grate Cheddar and add to egg 
mixture (or use 1 cup grated cheese). 
Stir in dairy sour cream and add salt 
and pepper to taste. Melt butter in a 
large skillet. Add eggs and cook slowly, 
stirring constantly, until the eggs are no 
longer runny, but still soft and moist. 
Makes 6 servings. 


SMIRNOFF SIPPER 


Cut off the tops of small pineapples 


and scoop out the fruit. (Sprinkle the 
fruit with a little fruit liqueur and chill it 
for another use.) Chill the pineapple 
shells. At serving time, pour l'^ ounces 
vodka into each pineapple shell. Top with 
chilled pineapple-orange drink. Serve 
with sipping straws. 


VODKA GIMLET 


1 jigger d''2 ounces) vodka

Fresh Dairy Products 


Food shoppers can now purchase fresh 


dairy half & half, table cream, whipping 
cream, and several other dairy products 
witn an amazing 90-day "shelf life," 
thanks to a new space-age processing 
system recently installed in a Charles- 
ton, W. Va., food plant. 


The present shelf life of these products, 


as well as that of regular homogenized 
milk, is abut 19 days. This means that 
about 10 days is allocated for the product 
to travel from the processing dairy to the 
store, to be sold, with an additional 9 
days for the consumer to use up the 
product in the home. 


For regular homogenized milk this 19- 


day shelf life is more thac adequate be- 
cause the rate of turn-over from the gro- 
cer's dairy case is aLnost daily, and the 
use-up time in the home is well within 
the total shelf life. 


But the 19 days often is not enough for 


dairy half & half, table creams, whipping 
creams, and other dairy products such 
as egg nog, since not only is the rate of 
sale from the grocery dairy case unpre- 
dictable, but also the useup time in the 
home is all over the lot. 


New "Keepwell" products, now being 


marketed by Broughton Foods Company, 


ends this distribution problem for this 
special group of dairy products and is a 
genuine breakthrough for the consumer. 


This new processing problem also will 


help to alleviate a national food problem. 
The national annual milk supply is now 
about 122 billion pounds. 


It has declined 11 billion pounds since 


1962, despite a rising population. About 
90 million pounds of this supply is lost 
each year due to hangups ill the dis- 
tribution system. A substantial part of 
this loss is said to occur in light and 
heavy creams, which includes dairy half 
& half and whipping creams. 


The new greatly extended 90-day shelf 


hfe is made possible by a processing sys- 
tem which goes several steps beyond the 
century-old process of pasteurization. 
The new system is completely enclosed, 
and makes use of special, foil-lined, her- 
metically-sealed packaging. 


Company laboratory specialists say 


taste quality of these new style products 
is excellent and that the usual nutritive 
content of dairy products, including pro- 
tein, is preserved.

stretch the post-holiday food budget. And 
ham teams so beautifully with a variety 
of fruits and vegetables, it can easily ap- 
pear at another meal in a whole new 
guise.

N. Y., have created these two new reci- 
pes just in time for Easter Monday. 


Peachy Ham Pie is a delicious com- 


bination of flavors and textures. The

mixed with a tangy sauce made with an 
envelope of cheese sauce mix and pre- 
pared yellow mustard. An all-in-one dish, 
serve it with a green salad, hot rolls or 
muffins and plain cake for dessert. 


For a superb luncheon dish, 
try 


Creamy Ham Salad. A compatible com- 
bination of ham, apples, and a smooth 
sauce made with an envelope of sour 
cream sauce mix, the salad is cool but 
filling. Round out the meal with biscuits 
and honey and top off with sherbet and a 
beverage. 


Each of these suggested menus, if ac- 


companied with a glass of milk, provide 
foods from each of the basic four food 
groups needed daily to keep physically 
fit. 


PEACHY HAM PIE

So. it will be ham for the Easter table! 


Hams come in a wide variety from the 
smoke cured types of Virginia and Ken- 
tucky to the Mid West's green-cured, 
packers' pre-cooked either boneless or 
lx>ne-m, and always-available 
canned 


boneless. 


With the pre-cooked variety remember 


that baking will involve only heating 
completely through. Thermometer tern- • 
perature for cooked ham is 160 degrees 
and that's the sure way to prevent over- 
cooking and drying out. 


Place the ham in a roasting pan and 


pour over 1 cup liquid. You can choose 
from beer, cola, Uncola, carbonated 
soda, or sweet pickle juice. The main 
thing is to baste occasionally as you bake 
in a moderate (350 degree) oven for 
about 45 minutes. 


To glaze, mix 1 cup brown sugar with 1 


teaspoon dry mustard, 2 tablespoons 
vinegar and enough of the baste to make 
a smooth paste Remove ham from the 
oven, score the fat in two directions, 
making diamonds, remove skin if there's 
any around the shank bone. Spread glaze 
over ham, stud with cloves if you like, 
and continue baking for 30 minutes long- 
er, thoroughly glazing ham. Baste as you 
go. 


Another excellent glaze can be made 


with a small bottle of Uncola blended 
with a 12-ounce jar of apricot preserves. 
% cup brown sugar, 1 teaspoon ground 
cinnamon, 
and 
'2 
teaspoon ground 


cloves. Proceed as above. 


A green-cured ham takes a little more 


doing, since it is uncooked. Scrub well 


and place skin side down in a kettle wiih 
water to cover. Bring slowly to boil. Test 
taste of water. If salty, pour off and add 
fresh water and again bring to boil, then 
simmer slowly for 2 hours. 


Some cooks like to add for flavoring 1 


stalk of celery. 1 small onion stuck with 3 
or 4 whole cloves, a sprinkling of pars- 
ley, and a bay leaf. 


Transfer ham to roastng pan, remove 


skin, coat with brown sugar and stirk 
cloves generously over the surface. Bake 
in slow oven for remaining time, allot- 
ting 30 minutes per pound to the total 
cooking time for this type of ham. Glaze 
if you like. Baste occasionally. 


To serve with the Easter ham. here's 


that recipe for Champ. Irish mashed po- 
tatoes, which I promised. Peel 4 good- 
sized potatoes (about 1 per person to be 
served) and boil until fork tender. Drain 
and dry out in saucepan over very low 
heat. Mash and season with salt and pep- 
per. 


Meantime chop 7 scallions or green on- 


ions, both white and green parts, scald, 
then drain. Combine scallions or onions 
with 12 cup milk (the Irish use light or 
heavy cream) and beat into the potatoes 
until mixture is soft and very light. Best 
served individually with a lump of butter 
pushed into the center of each serving.

As we savored a delicate appeti/er 


of smoked fish Mathon told us he be-

He returns to his birthplace when he 


can and is confident that family stories 
w i l l lead him to the treasure "They are 
there I know," said Mathon. 


Mathon's living comes from the lake 


and his love for it is evident in his con- 
cern for its preservation. He studies the

Spatz Outlines 
His Qualifications

Township voters residing within Dist. 54 
boundaries will elect two school board 
members for three-year terms from a 
field of four candidates.

As a candidate for the Schaumburg 


Township Dist. 54 board of education, 
Sherwood (Jerry) Spatz feels one of his 
biggest selling points is a questioning 
mind and the ability to come up with out- 
of-the-ordinary ideas to solve tough prob- 
lems. 


Spatz, an estimator for The Rylander 


Co., lives with his wife and three chil- 
dren at 7875 Ramsgate Circle South, 
Hanover Park. A graduate of Loras Col- 
lege, Dubuque, Iowa, he has worked ac- 
tively with the American Cancer Society 
as permanent fund raising chairman, 
Tri-Village Crusade chairman and co- 
chairman of special events. He is a for- 
mer junior high and high school teacher. 


Spatz would favor expansion of the 


school lunch program only if parents or- 
ganized non-profit corporations to run it, 
and hired permanent supervisors who 
would become acquainted with children 
and be able to handle them over the 
course of a year. He would like to elimi- 
nate busing in future years, saying dis- 
trict schools are "made to walk to," and 
parents are paying to have neighborhood 
schools so that they will not have to pay 
for bus service. 


Spatz does not like the school policy on 


bad weather closings, and would prefer 
'.(> consider wind-chill as a factor, not 
just temperature, "I do not like the pol- 
icy of waiting until it is 15 below at 
O'Hare," he said. But he pointed out par- 
ents should take final responsibility for 
deciding if the weather is too bad for 
their children to attend school. 


Spatz said he suggested a program like 


the contract for snow and ice removal at 
school grounds "a long time ago," feel- 
ing 
that "icy conditions 
at school 


grounds are inexcusable — I don't care 
whit it's like elsewhere." Such plans are 
''thr type of innovation" he feels ia im- 
portant for the board 


DENIAL OF INDIVIDUALLY guided 


education at the Hanover Highlands 
School addition was "the right decision, 
until the administration comes back with 
answers to the questions the board 
asked," said Spatz. He would seek more 
information on costs and quality before 
approving such a plan, he said. But, he 
points out, the district already uses some 
of the IGE concepts in programs for gif- 
ted or retarded children. 


The board's minimum standards for 


developers contributions were "late, and 
should have been done long ago," said 
Spatz, but "once the decision was made 
it came swiftly." The standards are rea- 
listic, said Spatz, but are only min- 
imums, and do not mean that villages 
should not "try for more" in negotia- 
tions. The school district has had ex- 
cellent cooperation from villages in the 
past, said Spatz, although "on an individ- 
ual basis I'm sure everyone can think of 
exceptions " While Spatz said test bor- 
ings on donated sites might be speeded 
up, he referred to legal requirements 
that must be followed. 


While teachers may he growing more 


militant, Spatz said this reflects a gener- 
ally more militant society. 


Spatz does not favor consideration of a 


12-month school year, saying the district 
now has problems operating a summer 
school, and extension of the year would 
increase costs for salaries and oper- 
ations. Further, he said, there is no need 
or de.sire for it. 


While Spatz feels it is difficult to pin- 


point areas to economize in the district 
"from the outside," there are possi- 
bilities, he said. One might be use of car- 
peting rather than tile in floors, which he 
feels would be less costly in the long run. 


THE CANDIDATE does not feel it is 


necessary for all areas in the district to 
he represented on the board, but does 
feel it is essential for the board to be 
represented in the localities. He could 
serve as a board spokesman in Hanover 
Park, he suggests. However, "every 
board member must represent the entire 
district," and act accordingly, he said. 


The district will, in the future, face 


problems in land acquisition and fund 
raising, said Spatz. "The district is get- 
ting critically short of land, and there

portions of school buildings for park pro- 
grams. 


Terms of the lease stress the impor- 


tance of the high school district giving 
consideration to use of both buildings and 
grounds for its own purposes in sched- 
uling adult evening programs and other 
community groups wishing to use school 
facilities. 


The agreement also insists that when 
the park district runs a program in a 
school in which school students will par- 
ticipate, that a member of the Dist. 211 
staff be hired by the park system to su- 
pervise the activity. 


Improvements made to school facilities 


must have prior approval of Dist. 211 
and the park district will pay for any 
repairs necessary because of property 
damage occurring during their use and 
to provide full insurance coverage. 


Similar to a lease agreement with Dist. 


54, the document can be canceled by ei- 
ther party after 90 days notice. 


Approved unanimously by park board 


members, the agreement is expected to 
be presented for high school district 
board approval shortly.

approve the citation and to direct the at- 
torney. 


In the referendum, voters will be asked 


to approve tax increases that would add 
$30 a year to the tax bill for a home 
which has an assessed valuation of 
$10,000. They will also vote on a $4.5 mil- 
lion bond issue that would provide money 
to build two new schools and additions to 
three junior high schools 


T H E PROPOSED TAX increases 


would raise the educational fund 
tax 


i which provides money for teachers' sal- 
aries and other educational services) 
from $1 60 per $100 of assessed valuation 
to $1.80. The building fund tax (for 
maintenance of school buildings) from 25 
cents to 35 cents. 


Gill said that the district has come to 


rely upon state aid funds to provide 
about $-400 of the $740 needed to educate 
a child for one year. District taxpayers 
only provide about $300 per child with 
the rest coming from the federal govern- 
ment and other sources. 


Last year. (Jill said, the assessed valu- 


ation of property in Dist. 21 rose, giving 
it a large tax base. However, the number 
of new pupils did not rise at such a 
sharp rate. 


The result, under the terms of the com- 


plicated state aid formula, was a loss of 
$r>0,000 in state aid for the 1971-72 school 
year 


WITH THE LARGER tax base, the dis- 


trict got enough local tax money to offset 
the loss of state aid, but Gill said that its 
budget for 1971-72 will be about the same 
as it is this year, "even though we'll 
have two new schools and 800 new kids to 
teach " 


The referendum. Gill said, will raise 


$2:i5.000. This money will not be available 
until the 1972-73 school year and, he said, 
it will be needed to offset the increased 
expenses caused by inflation and in- 
creased enrollment. 


"Even then, that will not be enough to 


cover the entire cost," Gill said, "but it 
is all that we feel we can ask the tax- 
payers for. We will have to get more 
state aid." 


H o w e v e r , the superintendent was 


gloomy about the prospects. State aid 
has increased substantially over the past 
decade and this has helped Dist. 21 avoid 
a tax increase referendum since 1964. 


HOWEVER, THIS YEAR educators 


are coming in for much criticism in 
Springfield and Gill said that the schools 
will have to fight even to get an increase 
in state aid that will make up for the 
increases in costs caused by inflation. 


Gill said that the outlook is so bleak he 


does not know if the district will even be 
able to give its employes a cost of living 
increase next year. 


In its budget cuts,the district's school 


lx>ard dropped a number of special pro- 
grams The personnel who staffed those 
programs will move into the classrooms 
to handle the increased number of pupils 
expected next year. 


The programs that were cut "were not 


frills but pretty important," Gill said.

Edward Berger, a candidate for Wheel- 


ing village trustee, traces his interest in 
village affairs back six years to when he 
began working for flood control. 


Berger, who lives at 1044 W. Anthony, 


said "I was part of the flooding, so natu- 
rally I was interested." 


The efforts of Wheeling residents cul- 


minated in the passage of a flood control 
referendum in 1968 and Berger points to 
the success of the referendum as proof 
"that I can get things done." 


Since 1968, Berger said he has not been

trol but says the "program should be 
speeded up."

He opposed a moratorium on apart- 


ment building construction in the village, 
and said if Wheeling denies annexation 
and rezoning to apartment developers, 
they will build under less stringent coun- 
ty requirements. "I'd rather see them 
come into the village and have control," 
Berger said. 


Berger also commented on a variety of 


other issues.

MooHhe says (hat trustees who now 


complain that Thompson has been a one- 
m in board in the past four years have 
only themselves to blame. "If you have a 
man as fast moving as Don Thompson 
you have to have a board that can keep 
up." Mnnrlhr says. 


And. he says, trustees who are oppos- 


ing Thompson in the campaign have not 
been able to "keep up." 


Election '71 


Moodhe says he can keep pace with 


Thompson. "My one unique feature," he 
says, "is my background in business. 
The last 13 years in publishing. I know 
how to meet deadlines and I expect ac- 
tion, not lip service from the people 
I work with." 


Moodhe, 33, is vice president of Kiver 


Publishing, a Chicago firm which pro- 
duces technical magazines. 


THOMPSON HAS MADE mistakes, 


Moodhe says, "and I'll make them too, 
but hopefully they will not be drastic." 


"Every 
board 
member 
should be 


strong and they should be able to work 
together," he said. "One man can't do 
the job himself. More could have been 
accomplished in the past four years if we 
had stronger board members who could 
have kept up with Thompson." 


Moodhe sees the village divided into 


two groups: the newcomers and the older 
residents. He says only the newcomers 
are 
critical of Thompson's 
adminis- 


tration and he thinks that their com- 
plaints are mostly part of the process of 
adjusting to a new community. 


"You get this in any new community," 


Moodhe said. "When new people move 
in, they have these problems and the 
people they naturally talk to are new 


people with the same problems. But they 
blend into community, if they get the 
facts." 


As an example, Moodhe says that 


School Dist. 21. which generally covers 
the older part of the village, has "no 
problems" with the village board while 
Dist. 96 in the newer Lake County section 
does have problems with the board. 


M o o d h e criticized the Strathmore 


Homeowners 
Association 
for 
talking 


about a law suit involving Dist. 96 school 
sites and then asking the village board 
to respond to questions about the sites. 


"You don't come before the board like 


that," he said. "There is an American 
tradition, called lobbying, that you use." 
The SHA, he said, should have tried to 
persuade the board rather than take an 
"antagonistic approach." 


MOODHE REPEATS his party's stand 


on repairing Arlington Heights Road and 
says that state and federal help may be 
needed to help end flooding. Retention 
basins stocked with fish and surrounded 
by parks are part of the answer, accord- 
ing to Moodhe. 


Federal aid in flood control, he said, 


may also bring federal pressure to build 
low-cost housing in Buffalo Grove. He 
said this kind of housing appears likely 
and he wants "to fight to get good 
houses" for the poor. 


Moodhe said that he hopes to draw in- 


dustry to Buffalo Grove and that low-cost 
housing might be built close to factories 
so that workers could walk to their jobs. 


Moodhe, a resident of Buffalo Grove 


since 1969, lives at 1177 Cherker Rd. with 
his wife, Tish, and four children. 


Unveil Plans 
For Proposed 
Developments 


The Buffalo Grove Park District is 


pressing ahead with plans to develop two 
park sites in the Lake County portion of 
the village in connection with a possible 
referendum within the next six months. 


No date has been set for the referen- 


dum, but probable dates are June or Sep- 
tember. The referendum would ask the 
voters to approve the sale of about 
S600.000 in bonds. The money would be 
used for land acquisition and park devel- 
opment. 


At Monday night's village board meet- 


ing, plans were unveiled for the devel- 
opment of land around the Lake County 
sewerage treatment plant and for about 
four acres of land known as the "Raupp 
Memorial," Just south of Rte. 83. 


William Kiddle, president of the park 


district, asked the village board to sell 
the 14 acres around the sewerage treat- 
ment plant and to the park district to 
dedicate the Raupp property to the dis- 
trict. 


Village Pres. Donald Thompson told 


Kiddle that the village is in the process 
of purchasing the sewerage plant land 
and is waiting for a clear title to the 
property. The village intends to build a 
water retention basin on part of the land 
and the park district wants to develop 
the rest of the tract as a park. 


"IT GOES WITHOUT saying that part 


of the land will be used for a park. Just 
what portion will have to be determined 
by the board considering our future 
needs," Thompson said. He directed the 
village engineers to report back in 30 
days with a preliminary plan showing 
how much land the village will need for 
the basin. 


Allan Caskey, the park district's plan- 


ning consultant, presented a tentative 
drawing for the development of the rest 
of the area as a park. He said areas 
would be set aside for a tot lot, "open 
games" such as baseball, and picnicking. 
He also said that some of the land would 
be developed as a nature area. 


Caskey called the land "very suitable 


for a park" and said because other avail- 
able land is zoned for apartment or busi- 
ness development, it would be too ex- 
pensive for the district to buy. 


Kiddle also requested the deed to the 


"Raupp Memorial", after pointing out a 
descrepancy concerning the size of the 
land. According to the park district attor- 
ney, Kiddle said, some of the land that 
was originally designated for the "me- 
morial" now has houses built on it by 
Levitt and Sons, the developers of the 
Strathmore subdivision. 


On this matter, the village board di- 


rected the engineers to conduct a survey 
and also report back in 30 days. 


THE LAND WAS given to the village 


by the Raupp family, on whose farm 
land Strathmore was built. The agree- 
ment dedicating the land called for the 
existing farm buildings to be used for the 
"sole purpose of creating, erecting, arid 
maintaining a library, museum or other 
comparable use to be designated as the 
Raupp Memorial." 


The Wheeling library district has 


shown an interest in using one of the 
buildings as a library, if its planned ref- 
erendum passes. Also, the village histori- 
cal society might want to use part of the 
building, according to trustee Kenneth 
Felten. Kiddle told the board that the 
park district would be willing to co-oper- 
ate with any of these agencies in devel- 
oping the land.

More than 200 Palatine residents Tues- 


day night heard Republican candidates 
for the village board charge their oppo- 
nents with unresponsiveness while the 
VIP candidates accused the Republicans 
of being subservient to the GOP party. 


They 
heard 
independent 
candidate 


Donald Metivier, too, charge both groups 
with ignoring individuals and thinking 
only of votes. 


It was the traditional candidates night 


sponsored by the League of Women Vot- 
ers and the Jaycees and the only sched- 
uled confrontation between 
the 
candi- 


dates before election day April 20. 


While Merwin Soper, GOP candidate 


pledged his slate if elected would ap- 
prove an ordinance prohibiting patronage 
jobs in the village, Clayton Brown, VIP 
candidate, warned that the village board 
would become a puppet of the Republi- 
cans if the incumbents are not returned 
to office. 


ONE OF SOPER'S running mates. 


Dennis Collins told the audience about 
the Republican survey of the village 
which shows 87 per cent of the people 
helieve the village board only rarely has 
acted in the best interests of the people. 


' The basic issue of this campaign is 


responsiveness," he said. 


His opponent, Fred Zajonc asked when 


he had become unresponsive. In Decem- 
ber he was slated by the Republican par- 
ty but declined the nomination when 
Brown and Tom Kearns were dropped 
from the slate. 


He told residents about the GOP en- 


dorsement session. 


"I received 34 of 38 votes on the first 


ballot. Apparently I was responsive until 
that time. When did I become unrespon- 
si\e?" he asked. 


The Republican candidates believe a 


comprehensive review of all departments 
in the village administration is neces- 
sary, according to Donald Phares who 
listed eight courses of action the GOP 
intend to follow, if elected. 


HE ALSO SAID, "We pledge to you 


that arrogance toward the public on the 
part of any village official will not be 
tolerated." 


On the other side VIP candidate Tom 


Kearns said his slate wants to be re- 
elected so they can "continue the pro- 
grams we have already initiated." 


After each candidate finished his four- 


minute speech, moderator E. S. "Pat" 
Castor opened the meeting to questions, 
which brought out many of the common 
accusations of both sides during this 
year's campaign. 


Brown was asked how election of the 


GOP candidates would put village gov- 
ernment in the hands of the Republican 
party. 


He said that with two party workers on 


the board already the election of thtee 
more would mean a majority capable of 
carrying all votes and even overriding a 
veto by the Village President. 


Only one question was directed toward 


Metivier who was asked to define what 
he meant by Palatine's "social position.'' 


He explained that he's referring to the 


village's environmental condition. He 
called for determination of Palatine's fu- 
ture.

Kelly Recalls Old Days On Board 


At one time, township highway attor- 


ney Francis E "Gene" Kelly sat on the 
Palatine Township Board of Auditors, 
but it was a different kind of board 


Prior to 1961, only the local justices of 


the peace sat on the board When Kelly 
was on the board, the mam duties of the 
members was to audit the township 
books 


According to Kelly, a justice of the 


peace for many years, the board met 
only once a year and most of the real 
power in the township was in the hands 
of the electors who legislated at the an- 
nual town meeting 


Now, 
since the Illinois legislature 


enacted the judicial reform bills of the 
I960 s there are no longer any justices of 
the peace in the township and the town 
board is elected by the people The board 
has broadei powers than just auditing 
the township s books 


Even the town meeting has been 


played down, with the township highway 
budget being approved March 30 at a

public hearing and the town budget will 
be approved sometime in May In both 
cases the board has the final approval 
now 


THIS IS JUST one of the 
many 


changes Kelly, a life-long resident of Pal- 
atine Township, noted He remembers 
back about 20 years when Palatine was 
still the only village in the township 


When he was a boy in the 1920's and 


1930's, Palatine was only a small country 
town with about 1,000 residents Another 
2,000 people lived in the rural area, 
which was basically made up of dairy 
farms 


Back in those days 
Kelly said 
he 


could walk down Brockway Street and 
know nearly everyone he met Today, 
this is next to impossible 


Dairy farmers came to town to buy 


goods and met in Schoppe's General 
Store, which recently burned down The 
Bowman Dairy was located on Wood 
Street where an apartment complex now 
stands and the Comfort Lumber Co 
stood near the center of town on Brock 
way Street, he said 


Palatine had only two banks then Kel- 


ly said They were the State Bank and 
the National Bank 


In the early 1930's, Kelly said only 50 


students attended Palatine High School, 
then the only high school in the township 
Now there are four high schools in the 


township with a fifth to open in Septem- 
ber, he said Each has enrollments m the 
thousands 


KELLY NOTED that the Palatine 


graduating class of 1934 contained such 
people as Highway commissioner Vernon 


Hans ' Bergman, Herald executive vice 


president Robert Paddock 
as well as 


himself 


Todav Palatine Township has several 


communities, including Rolling Meadows 
and Inverness which didn t even exist 20 
years ago Kelly said Palatine has, for 
all intents and purposes become part of 
the big city he said 


Kelly served in the township as a jus 


tice of the peace for many years and has 
been township highway attorney since 
1957 


Even the highway budget reflects the 


growing nature of the aiea, he pointed

Passes First Hurdle 


A proposal to create Palatine's first 


environmental control hoard met with in- 
formal approval from the village hoard 
Mond.-iy night 


The hoard's committee of the whole 


recommended the adoption of an ordi- 
nance it) create the environmental hoard. 
A final vote on the proposal will now 
come next Monday night 


In 'tie making for several months, the 


environmental control hoard will replace 
the present hoard of health, which offi- 
cials felt wa-i antiquated and limited in 
power 


Uasically. the ordinance empowers the 


proposed hoard to serve in an advisory 
ami referral capacitv in the hoard of 
trustees nn any environment-related mat- 
ter. 


In addition, the environmental control 


board will IM- charged with the responsi- 
bility to draft rules, regulations and ordi- 
nances to promote the protection of 
health in Palatine and maintain a 
healthy environment. 


Kurtlier. the new board will serve to 


research and investigate matters of con- 
cern to the local environment. It will also 
set up educational programs on environ- 
mental protection throughout the com- 
munity. 


AM> LASTLY. THE board will be 


headed by a director of environmental 
health who will serve as the village liai- 
son between Palatine and the Illinois En- 


with the Kettering Foundation for an ad- 
ditional length of time. 


Between 175-180 parochial schools in 


Chicago and suburbs were first notified 
of the IGE program in February. A team 
of investigators from the Kettering Foun- 
dation visited each school to study their 
existing programs. 


On the basis of these investigations, 


the group of schools was narrowed down 
to 87. The final selection of the 15 Chi- 
cago and 15 suburban parochial schools 
to he provided the IGE program was an- 
nounced this week. 


"Our individual progression program 


in operation now in the lower grades was 
the big factor in our being given the 
grant," Sister Patricia Ann said. "We 
were ripe for it because many of our stu- 
dents already had a taste of it." 


Principals of each of the 30 schools 


participating in the program will attend 
an all-day session later this month to re- 
ceive instruction on how to implement 
the IGE program. Unit leaders will also 
attend a two-day seminar April 28 and 
29. 


ALL TEACHERS AT St. Thomas will 


participate in a full week of in-service 
training in August, individually and in 
cooperation with other schools, to fully 
inform them of the IGE procedure. 


To help sell the idea of the totally non- 


graded program to parents, an instruc- 
tional meeting has been tentatively set 


vironmcntal Protection Agency and other 
state and county agencies. 


Although the proposed board will deal 


with all environmental concerns, some 
specific areas of work include smoke, air 
and water pollution, sanitation, industri- 
al, commercial and residential waste dis- 
posal, noise abatement and food con- 
tamination. 


The board will deal with these prob- 


lems wherever they exist. Local restau- 
rants, manufacturers and all others in 
Palatine will be subject to the board's 
scrutiny, which will be exercised in ac- 
cordance with standards set down by the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 


To do this, the board will draw upon 


local human resources. The 11-man 
board will consist of one medical doctor, 
a village trustee and others with ex- 
pertise in physics, chemistry, archi- 
tecture, civil engineering, 
law, mete- 


orology, biology, medicine, public health, 
safety, mental health, sanitation and oth- 
er related fields. 


Although terms on the board will be 


for three years, the first board appointed 
will consist of four, three-year terms, 
four, two-year terms, and three, one-year 
terms. 


Mayor John L. Moodie will appoint the 


board members with the consent and ad- 
vice of the village trustees. 


up for May 6 at which parents of stu- 
dents to attend St. Thomas in the fall will 
be fully informed of the new educational 
procedure. 


"Our parents have accepted the indi- 


vidual progression program we started 
in the fall very well," Sister Patricia 
Ann said. "We anticipate there will be as 
much cooperation from them with this 
program." 


Superintendents of area public school 


systems, including Dist. 15, were also in- 
formed of the IGE program in February 
and how it would be carried out in the 
parochial schools, she said.

the property, but it met with disapproval 
from homeowners in the area who said 
the building would be an eyesore. 


Homeowner Chuck Body, 3800 Holly 


Ln . said building the high-rise "would 
bring downtown Chicago into our back 
yards." Each of the homeowners in the 
audience objected to the proposal and 
cited the traffic problems and devalua- 
tion of property, if the building was con- 
structed. 


The land is presently zoned R-5 (plan 


development > and Meyer needed approv- 
al of zoning to R-8 (condominium-office) 
to allow the building. 


Meyer called his proposal "the latest 


solution" for use of the land and "the 
most efficient use of the property. I 
will be willing to compromise with city 
wishes so we can get something every- 
body can live with." 


His proposal called for office spaces on 


the ground level of the building with con- 
dominiums above. Plans showed 28 one- 
bedroom 
and 
11 two-bedroom con- 


dominiums, which would sell for between 
S29.000 and S39.000. Parking for 212 cars, 
which homeowners objected to, was also 
proposed. 


Zoning members questioned a possible 


drainage problem and traffic difficulties 
with the added cars in the area during 
rush hour. 


Zoning Chairman John Rock told Mey- 


er the major question was the lack of 
land area to allow the property to be re- 
zoned. "The proposal is 7,000 square feet 
short of the minimum for R-8 zoning," 
Rock said. 


Rock also questioned the city provision 


against bringing outside fill to raise 
property level. 


The vote was unanimous against rezon- 


ing the land, and Meyer said he was un- 
certain of future plans for the site.

City police answered more calls of "lo- 


cal disturbances" in 1970 than in 1969, 
the greatest increase in city police in- 
vestigation. "I would say we had a one 
third increase." 


CASE CLASSIFIED local disturbances 


as "incidents of family squabbles, in- 
cidents in apartments and social prob- 
lems. It seems to be the sign of the 
times." 


"We hopefully will have a decrease 


next year." He cited the Rolling Mead- 
ows Youth Referral Program as a pos- 
sible answer to the city's increase in 
family problems. 


The Youth Referral Program, estab- 


lished two months ago. gives area youth 
and their families counseling service at 
the Northwest Human Resources Devel- 
opment Center. The program is subsi- 
dized by city council. 


The number of missing persons report- 


ed to city police increased in 1970 as did 
juvenile mischief, an increase of about 
one-third. 


Instances of police investigating loud 


parties almost doubled last year. City po- 
lice received 97 calls in 1969 compared to 
179 in 1970. "We just have more young 
people living here now," Case said. He 
said the increase in apartments, in which 


young persons live, will probably cause 
noise distrubances to increase this year. 


INVESTIGATION OF shoplifting" re- 


ports nearly tripled in 1U70. Case said 
part of the increase is due to increased 
products on display in stores and more 
self service items. 


No fatal auto accidents occurred within 


the limits of Rolling Meadows in l!!7(l 
compared to a single fatality the pre- 
vious year. 


"We were one of the few cities without 


a fatal last year," Case said. Although 
no auto deaths were recorded last year. 
633 accidents were reported within the 
city, an increase of 50 from 1969. 


Patrolmen issued 2,500 more citations 


in 1970 than the previous year and also 
1,500 more warning tickets. According to 
the annual report city vehicles traveled 
30,000 additional miles in 1970 than 1969.

Store, which recently burned down The 
Bowman Dairy was located on Wood 
Street where an apartment complex now 
stands and the Comfort Lumber Co 
stood near the center of town on Brock- 
way Street he said 


Palatine had only two banks then Kel 


ly said They were the State Bank and 
the National Bank 


In the early 1930's Kelly said, only 50 


students attended Palatine High School, 
then the only high school in the township 
Now, there are four high schools in the 


township with a fifth to open in Septem 
ber he said Each has enrollments in the 
thousands 


KFLLY NOTED that the Palatine 


graduating class of 1934 contained such 
people as Highway commissioner Vernon 


Hans' Bergman Herald executive vice

T H E PROPOSED TAX increases

Gill said that the district has come to 


rely upon state aid funds to provide 
about $400 of the $740 needed to educate 
a child for one year. District taxpayers 
only provide about $300 per child with 
the rest coming from the federal govern- 
ment and other sources. 


Last year. Gill said, the assessed valu- 


a'lon of property in Dist. 21 rose, giving 
it a large tax base However, the number 
of new pupils did not rise at such a 
sharp rate. 


The result, under the terms of the com- 


plicated state aid formula, was a loss of 
Sr.n.illlO in state aid for the 1971-72 school 
year 


WITH THE LAHGEK tax base, the dis- 


trict got enough local tax money to offset 
the loss of state aid. but Gill said that its 
budget for 1971-72 will be about the same 
as it is this year, "even though we'll 
have two new schools and 800 new kids to 
teach " 


The referendum. (Jill said, will raise 


$2:r>.imn This money will not be available 
until the 1972-7:; school year and, he said, 
it will be needed to offset the increased 
expenses caused by inflation and in- 
creased enrollment 


"Even then, that will not be enough to 


eoier the entire cost." Gill said, "but it 
is all tluit we ft'cl we can ask the tax- 
payers for. We will have to get more 
>iate aid " 


II o w e v e r . the superintendent was 


gloomy aSxnit the prospects. State aid 
has increased substantially over the past 
decade and this has helped Dist. 21 avoid 


a tax increase referendum since 1964. 


HOWEVER, THIS YEAR educators 


are coming in for much criticism in 
Springfield and Gill said that the schools 
will have to fight even to get an increase 
in state aid that will make up for the 
increases in costs caused by inflation. 


Gill said that the outlook is so bleak he 


does not know if the district will even be 
able to give its employes a cost of living 
increase next year. 


In its budget cuts,the district's school 


board dropped a number of special pro- 
grams. The personnel who staffed those 
programs will move into the classrooms 
to handle the increased number of pupils 
expected next year. 


The programs that were cut "were not 


frills but pretty important," Gill said.

High School Students 'Learning By Doing9 


by St E .IACOBSON 


Some 150 Wheeling High School stu- 


dents are "learning by doing" this year 


The students, members of Wheeling 


High's cooperative work-study programs, 
attend school part of the day and .spend 
the remainder working in various local 
stores and industries, receiving high 
school credit for the work. 


There are four different work-study 


programs currently going on at Wheeling 
High School, each designed to cater to 
the various needs of individual students. 


The diversified occupations (DO) pro- 


gram trains students for skilled jobs in 
professions, trades and industry. The dis- 
tributive education <DE) program is for 
students who desire jobs in some aspect 
of marketing, primarily in service and 
retailing occupations. 


STUDENTS IN the cooperative work 


training (CWT) program are trained for 


semi-skilled jobs, and those in the office- 
occupations (00) program are trained 
for clerical and secretarial types of jobs 
in offices. 


"The benefits in this program are that 


the student gets practical experience in a 
job he may want to pursue after gradu- 
ation. And the employer has a potential 
employee he has trained himself. The DO 
student who goes on to a technical col- 
lege gets some background knowledge in 
a job that should help him in college," 
said Bill Maki, coordinator of the DO 
program. 


Maki's 24 students are working as 


beauticians, mechanics, machinists, den- 
tal assistants and a variety of additional 
skilled jobs this year. 


Miss Nagle's students are employed as 


sales clerks, stockboys, grocery store 
checkers and other marketing-related 
jobs. 


"The goal of DK is to train them for 


supervisory positions. I've had fantastic 
cooperation from local businesses, even 
with tho tight job market," said Miss 
Nagle. 


ONE OF THE DE students, senior Dan 


Hoste of Wheeling has become assistant 
manger of the Benson-Rixon clothing 
store in the Kandhurst Shopping Center, 
Mount Prospect He is the youngest per- 
son ever to hold the position. 


Junior Jill Silcr is participating in 


the DE program for the first time this 
year. She's a salesgirl at Rothchild's in 
Randhurst. 


"Before I started in DE I really hated 


school. I just couldn't see any purpose in 
it. Now it's a lot better. I'm getting bet- 
ter grades and I'm making money. This 
is an actual experience you can't get out 
of a book," she said. 


Jill said she hopes to study social work 


at Harper Junior College after gradu- 
ation. 


"At first I thought I wanted to be a 


buyer for a department store. Now I 
know I don't. But if I had never been in 
DE I wouldn't have known it," she said. 


The CWT program is designed "for the 


potential drop-out," according to coor- 
dinator Richard Doan. 


"THESE ARE THE kid for which 


school has basically no appeal and whose 
grades don't reflect their true ability. In 
CWT, they're treated as adults and the 
majority like this. They get a piece of 
the action, the opportunity to see differ- 
ent types of jobs " 


Added John Kees, another CWT coor- 


dinator, "When they finish the program, 
many of them still don't know what they 
want to do, but at least they have an 
idea of what they don't want to do." 


As in the other work-study programs, 


CWT students attend classroom sessions 
taught by the high school coordinators. 
"We use no texts. We do some counseling 
and we give them information on the 
working world — how to make a budget, 
how to fill out income tax forms, em- 
ploye-employer relationships," Doar said. 
"Many students have never thought 
about these things 


Mrs. Ada Songer. office occupations 


coordinator at Wheeling High, feels the 
future secretaries, stenographers, book- 
keepers and key punch operators in her 
class "have an easier time making the 
transition from school to work than those 
not in this program. The employers also 
spend more time with them since they 
help me evaluate their work, and be- 
cause of this. I think my students tend to 
advance more rapidly than the general 
high school graduate," she said.

the district 


The committee's report, which 


included a study of less desirable 
means of meeting the population 
growth, has been made available 
to the public. 


The committee also recommend- 


ed the chosen site, showing growth 
factors in the northeast area of the 
district which warrant the school 
being built in that area. 


The 5.4 acre site acquired by the 


district was not an extravagant 
purchase, considering 
the other 


four junior high schools are built 
on a minimum of 10 acres each. 
There is a 30-acre park across 
from the school site which would 
meet space requirements. 


The site is also adjacent to St. 


Zachary School, making it con- 
venient for a dual enrollment pro- 
gram similar to one at Queen of 
the Rosary School and Grove Ju- 
nior High in Elk Grove Village, if 
requested by the Catholic school. 


Construction of the junior high 


school will cost taxpayers more 
money, reflected in the bond and 
interest tax rate over the next sev- 
eral years, but approval by voters 
does not mean a permanent tax 
rate increase. 


The need for the new junior high 


school is pressing, and the sooner 
it is built, the better it will be for 
the district in the long-run as con- 
struction costs continue to rise 
each year.

Tf the Illinois Supreme Court upholds 


the decision and grants an appeal to part 
of the decision, then Dist. 59 will suffer a 
lo-is in operating expenses and borrowing 
power much greater than surrounding 
districts. Supt. James Erviti said. 


"It has the potential for doing us a 


great deal of harm. If they eventually 
win both parts of the suit it would cause 
us to practically disassemble the whole 
district." he added. 


The decision by Judge Walter P Dahl. 


announced a week ago last Tuesday, de- 
clared the corporate personal property 
tax unconstitutional because the levy vio- 
lated the "equal protection clause" of the 
I' S and state constitutions. 


Voters in a referendum last November 


abolished the state personal property tax 
for individuals. This meant a $146,000 
loss already accounted for in the 1971-72 
budget. 


To tax corporations for personal prop- 


erty, and not individuals, violates the 
I Uh Amendment to the U.S. constitution, 
I'ahl ruled 


HAUL'S RULING is being appealed by 


the state. 


However, an appeal by the plaintiff on 


Dalil's decision, if supported by the state 
court, will cause the most difficulty for 
Dist. 59, according to Dr. Erviti. 


The appeal is requesting that corpo- 


rations not have to pay corporate proper- 
ty tax this year. The individual personal 
property tax must be paid this year but 
for the last time. 


ff the coprorate personal property tax 


is not paid this year then the district will 
lose $583,000 in the educational fund, 
$120.000 in the building fund, and up to 
$700.000 in borrowing power, Erviti said. 


"The effect on the borrowing power is 


where Dist. 59 may be unique on how it 
gets hurt. The district has borrowed ev- 
ery penny in the past and is living on 
very heavy borrowing now," he said. 


The district is allowed to borrow up to 


73 per cent of its anticipated tax reve- 
nue. Last year the district was borrowing 
the whole amount. 


This year it is borrowing about 67 per 


cent, but the next year's proposed budget 
was planned with tax anticipation war- 
rants again at 75 per cent. 


Since the total amount of tax revenue 


would be lower if the suit is upheld, then 
the amount the district can borrow will 
be less, Erviti said.

Mi-milts Iio;id in the village — to be or 
not to be — remained unanswered Mon- 
d,i\ 
night as the Village Board of 


Trustees again tabled the matter, this 
time tn April 19 


The hoard originally discussed the 


question March 
I wnen John Gillen, 


rhiiuman of the village Public Health 
iinH S.ifety Commission, presented a re- 
purt tn the trustees and recommended 
thev prohibit parking on the village's 
only north south thoroughfare seven days 
.1 week 21 hours a day 


The board voted 5 to 1, with one 


trustee abstaining, to approve the ban, 
and it was scheduled to come before the 
board March 15 for the final ordinance. 


At the mid-March meeting the trustee 


who voted against the ban, Frank Palm- 
aticr, offered several amendments to the 
ordinance 


PALMATIER PROPOSED 
exceptions 


to the general prohibition on certain por- 
tions of the road after 6 p.m., Saturday 
and all day Sunday. He included in his 
amendment those portions of the state 
road from Grove to Rockwell and from 


Hawthorne to Olive. Palmatier said he 
felt such exceptions should be made for 
the convenience of the three churches 
and for homeowners entertaining guests. 


The question was tabled when Trustee 


Dwight Walton said he would like addi- 
tional time to again tour the area and 
talk with police department officials. 


When the issue was taken off the table 


Monday. Palmatier offered some further 
changes in the proposed ordinance, 


THIS TIME. BECAUSE of a grade in 


the road near Oakton Street, Palmatier 
deleted from his original proposal the 


section from Frederick Street to a point 
150 feet north of Oakton Street. 


Walton said that in conversations with 


Police Chief L. W. Calderwood and Capt. 
Jack Aldrich, he learned their primary 
concern was in the flow of traffic and the 
need to open the flow. Walton said the 
police representatives also said Sunday 
is a heavy traffic flow day and that they 
were concerned with safety along the 
road. 


Walton said he can appreciate the 


plight of the homeowners along the road, 
but added that he feels the "lime has 


come" for a complete ban. "We have to 
think of all the residents of the village as 
well as those who live on Arlington 
Heights Road," said Walton. 


T R U S T E E GEORGE Burlingame 


agreed, stating that those who park on 
the road will probably be those most 
directly affected by any accidents. Bur- 
lingame said that when a motorist en- 
counters an obstacle after having an 
open lane, "That's where the accidents 
will occur — that will be the weakest 
link." 


The motion to include Palmatier's 


amendments in the ordinance failed, 


with Palmatier, Village Pres. Jack 
Walsh and Ryan voting in favor of the 
exceptions, with Walton,, Burlingame and 
Charles Bennett voting against

built in Des Plaines for Elk Grove 
Township Elementary School Dist. 
59. 


The Herald urges them to mark

The board of education approved 


the junior high school referendum 
based on the recommendation of a 
riti/rns' committee which spent 
more than three months compiling 
information on the subject. 


The recommendation is based on 


growth factors determined by the 
e i g h tjjiember committee after 
studying the enrollment presently 
in the elementary grades and con- 
struction of residences planned in 
the district. 


The committee's report, which 


included a study of less desirable 
means of meeting the population 
growth, has been made available 
to the public. 


The committee alsc recommend- 


ed the chosen site, showing growth

factors in the northeast area of the 
district which warrant the school 
being built in that area. 


The 5.4 acre site acquired by the 


district was not an extravagant 
purchase, considering the other 
four junior high schools are built 
on a minimum of 10 acres each. 


There is a 30-acre park across 
from the school site which would 
meet space requirements. 


The site is also adjacent to St. 


Zachary School, making it 
con- 


venient for a dual enrollment pro- 
gram similar to one at Queen of 
the Rosary School and Grove Ju- 
nior High in Elk Grove Village, if 
requested by the Catholic school. 


Construction of the junior high 


school will cost taxpayers more 
money, reflected in the bond and 


interest tax rate over the next sev- 
eral years, but approval by voters 
does not mean a permanent tax 
rate increase. 


The need for the new junior high 


school is pressing, and the sooner 
it is built, the better it will be for 
the district in the long-run as con- 
struction costs continue to rise 
each year. 


We find the proposition a good 


one and ask residents to support 
the referendum.

At the March meeting Koehnline was 


asked questions about the junior col- 
lege's tax base, interim campus, enroll- 
ment projections and occupational cur- 
riculum. 


Koehnline described the report of the 


November visit as being less "warm" 
than a report by the Illinois Junior Col- 
lege board on Oakton's progress. 


The report termed the new school's 


philosophy "appropriate for a commu- 
nity college." and prai.sed the relation- 
ship between the board and adminis- 
trations. It also prai.sed the work of busi- 
ness manager, Arthur Kent. 


It 
warned the administration's in- 


novative educational approaches might 
alienate the community by moving too 
fast, and said the administration ap- 
peared to he "liberal" in their approach, 
or "permissive." 


The report noted the school adminis- 


tration has tried to involve faculty mem- 
bers in college decisions, but said dis- 
cussion at faculty meetings is oftern "tri- 
vial." 


"If this procedure is continued as the 


Institution grows, the faculty meetings 
may deteriorate into boring routine with 
the administration running the risk of 
losing its effectiveness." 


The report recommended more super- 


vision of the student newspaper. The re- 
port said the first issue of the student 
newspaper "apparently was a disaster." 


Koehnline told the Herald that he 


wrote a supplimentary report to the asso- 
ciation updating some information about 
the school. 


He also noted that it is unusual for a 


junior college to open without a year of 
planning.

gers all motorists because the accident 
rate of stolen cars is 200 times that of the 
overall auto accident rate Each year 
thousands of persons are injured and 
hundreds killed by accidents involving 
stolen cars " 


EXPERTS AGREE that the number 


of stolen autos would fall if motorists 
would not make it so convenient for a 
thief to drive the car away Most auto 
thefts are 'crimes of opportunity ' and

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The recent 


Senate investigation of military snooping 
on the home front examined only one end 
of the spyglass — the collecting of infor- 
mation.

Watchdog

When you want to know about oakum, 


baffle or riprap, call on Jeannine Brown. 


Mrs. Brown is the first woman ever to 


become a full-fledged director of the 
North Cook County Soil and Water Con- 
servation District. 


It's a big job for a woman or anyone 


else. Also a payless job. And a thankless 
one. 
But Mrs. Brown is a pollution fight- 


er who works on a host of projects all 
day, every day to help save the environ- 
ment. 


While most people sit around wonder- 


ing what to do about pollution but do 
nothing, Mrs. Brown wages all-out war- 
fare. Her strategy runs rings around 
such efforts as using low phosphate de- 
tergent and sorting garbage into re- 
cyclables. 


MRS. 
BROWN is sort of a "con- 


servation busybody," so they say, who, 
as a director of this pollution control 
agency, serves as a watchdog over the 
area's ecological problems. 


Soil and Water Conservation directors 


help people get help for their land, free 
for the asking. Sometimes not seeking 
help can affect their lives and life sav- 
ings. 


For instance, it can make the differ- 


ence between living in a worry-free home 
or one that presents foundation settling, 


a basement that is always wet because 
of a high water table, a septic field that 
doesn't work or a flooded garage because 
the home was built on low land. 


THE DISTRICT GIVES free aid to the 


citizen who accepts flooding on his prop- 
erty brought on by new developments be- 
cause he does not want to "make 
trouble." 


Public-spirited directors like Jeannine 


Brown can save literally millions of tax 
payer dollars on remedial action by 
seeing that the public is informed, and 
exerting pressure to prevent damages 
wrought by refusals to comply with dis- 
trict recommendations. 


The soil conservation Service (SCS) is 


a hunk of state government responsible 
for conservation work, much like the 
school districts are responsible for edu- 
cation or the park districts for recrea- 
tion. 


DIRECTORS LIKE Mrs. Brown assign 


p r i o r i t i e s for resource development, 
tasks, which are carried out by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's Soil Con- 
servation Service field men — men like 
district conservationist 
Lee H. Bridg- 


man. 


As the complexion of the district 


changes from rural to urban, responsi- 
bilities of directors reach gigantic pro- 
portions. They spend less time directing 
conservation efforts with farmers inter- 


ested in protecting waterfowl and fish, 
strip-cropping, terracing or tile draining, 
and more time protecting against hap- 
hazard urbanization. Landowners who 
apply to the district may be asking for 
help in interpreting their soil before they 
start building their own home, they may 
be asking for septic field location, or 
they may have poor drainage around 
their building. Other district programs 
include group projects, waste disposal, 
highway planning, recreation and beau- 
tification. 


PEOPLE LIKE Mrs. Brown get on the 


soil service board because they know lo- 
cal problems. Her credentials include 
half a dozen years of conservation work, 
a year's research in the campaign 
against the Northwest Mosquito Abate- 
ment District to stop spraying pesticides, 
two years as the public relations girl for 
the praying mantis, a year's apprentice 
as an associate SCS director and a life- 
time as a nature lover. In addition, the 
brown-eyed 
wife of Palatine 
village 


trustee Clayton Brown is the immediate 
past president and one of the founders of 
the Pollution and Environmental Prob- 
lems (PEP) ecology group. 


When asked what a woman can offer to 


the field of conservation, the active 
mother of four replied: 


"What, you've never heard of Mother 


Nature?"

Actress Talks On Alcoholism 


by ALISON GODDARD 


NEW YORK - There are some women 


who can drink and some who can't. Ac- 
cording to her own description, Mercedes 
McCambridge, known for her Oscar-win- 
ning performances in films and on tele- 
vision, is one who can't. 


This year, she's serving as honorary 


chairman of the National Council on Al- 
coholism and traveling throughout the 
country to talk about her own experi- 
ences with "this disease of alcoholism." 


Alcohol, Miss McCambridge points out, 


"is a nice social medicine that everyone 
uses," adding that a woman in our time 
drinks socially because it's expected of 
her. A lot of people, she notes, can go 
along drinking this way with no particu- 
lar problems, but most alcoholics drift 
gradually into the disease. 


"I have yet to meet an alcoholic," she 


declares, "who wanted to be an alcohol- 
ic." 


SPEAKING FROM PERSONAL expe- 


rience, Miss McCambridge says: "Had 
anyone told me that alcoholism was a 
disease, that there might be something in 
my blood chemistry sensitive to this 
chemical, 
I 
might have 
known 
I 


shouldn't drink at all. But I didn't know. 
I kept insisting something was wrong 
with me because — although I never 
drank as much as most of my friends — 
drinking always affected me badly." 


Yet, whenever she sought help, she re- 


calls, she was invariably told she was a 
tense person in a tense profession and 
shouldn't take herself so seriously. 


The causes of alcoholism, Mercedes 


McCambridge points out, are varied and 
complex. Sometimes a series of crises 
can occur in a woman's life and, because 
alcohol seems to relieve her anxiety, 
"she will slip into this disease unwittingly 
and unwillingly." She could be a young 
woman, she points out, or one over 40 
who may be having an identity crisis be- 
cause her children no longer need her. 


DESCRIBING THE UPHEAVALS in 


her own life, Miss McCambridge says, 
"My marriage broke up, my house 
burned down. I broke my leg on stage 
and my only living son was critically in- 
jured. I had become emotionally bank- 
rupt. I kept writing checks on an emo- 
tional account that no longer had any 
funds in it." 


Her problems, she says, finally flared 


up as an acute attack of bronchitis that 


required her to be hospitalized. This 
time, however, Miss McCambridge en- 
countered a doctor who diagnosed her 
problem as alcoholism. 


"He told me the reason I was sick was 


because I was drinking too much and be- 
cause I was addicted to the drug of alco- 
hol which my body could not tolerate." It 
was at that point, six years ago, she de- 
clares, that she stopped drinking entire- 
iy- 


MERCEDES MCCAMBRIDGE stresses 


that alcohol is the third largest killer in 
the country, following heart disease and 


cancer. She tells her audiences, "If you 
think you might have a drinking prob- 
lem, detect it early. 


"Don't kill someone on a highway be- 


cause of it. Don't let it destroy your mar- 
riage or cause your children to lose their 
respect for you. And don't fall out of love 
with yourself because you're physically 
ill."

Dear Dorothy: With ecology now in 


style, one is being constantly bombarded 
with do this or do that. I'm wondering if 
the purple martin, for instance, Is so 
good to clear up flying insects in an 
area, why we don't all get purple mar- 
tins to do the work for us? Is there some 
kind of problem in getting them to roost 
around one's home? — Jerome B. 


The problem is how to get the purple 


martins to come. The first thing is to 
have the proper house for them. Purple 
martin houses are constructed so that 
only purple martins are comfortable in 
them, although sparrows get in and 
make do. In such a case, the sparrows 
have to shooed away and the house 
cleaned up. Once martins are happily sit- 
uated, they do a fantastic job. They are 
lovely little scavengers. An ornithologist 
who has researched these birds says they 
like to be out in the open and not sur- 
rounded by trees. However, if they set- 
tled in a house where there were small 
trees about, he didn't think, that once 
established, they would leave because 
the trees had grown 


Dear Dorothy: Can you put bananas in

I've never had any luck putting ba-

Dear Dorothy: When I see asparagus 


on special this time of year, I'm tempted 
to go all out and buy enough for several 
days.

First, don't buy asparagus too far 


ahead of the time it will be used. It ages 
rapidly after cutting and should be used 
within one or two days of purchase, and 
stored in plastic bags or in the refrig- 
erator crisper until used. Avoid tips that 
are open and spread out, moldy or de- 
cayed tips or ribbed spears (spears with 
up and down ridges or that are not ap- 
proximately round). These are signs of 
aging, toughness or poor flavor.

years of age. But stress and malnutrition 
"made them look older than 50." During 
the intervening years, Dr. Popov did re- 
search in revitalization thereapy and 
practiced it as director of the Popov 
Clinic in Opio, France. 


Out of his studies and those of other 


"youth doctors" has come an under- 
standing of the profound organic rela- 
tionship of natural biologic mechanisms 
and materials to human development 
and growth. 


"IT IS IN NATURE," said Dr. Popov, 


"that we have sought and found in biolo- 
gical forms and processes the medically 
sound therapies that could be applied to 
the regenerative process in man." 


The various therapies range from em- 


bryo to cell therapy, with such things as 
seaweed and vitamin therapy in be- 
tween. Even in Europe, with some 30 re- 
vitalization institutes, there is no one 
place where all therapies are available 
under one roof? The establishment of 
such a center was one reason Dr. Popov 
was in New York. 


With youth doctors from Germany, 


France and America he Ls opening Re- 
naissance, a revitalization center, in 
Nassau in May. Within 10 years, it is his 
expectation that treatments that help to 
brake the aging process will be a stan- 
dard segment of medical practice.

The campaign for three seats on the

He said he didn't 
know who wrote the handbill, but that 
the right existed to circulate it 


He added that no "special interest 


group" should "pack" the board. 


Nugent said he had nothing to do with 


the preparation of the handbill, and he 
said that the choice of wording on the bill 


was "unfortunate." He said either Larry 
Moran or Hannah K. Wilson "could 
bring a lot to the board," but he added 
the board would not be as broadly repre- 
sentative if two educators and two stu- 
dents were members. 


Hanson, the only incumbent in the 


race, said he "had no knowledge" of the 
handbill, it was "the first time I've seen 
it and I did not authorize it." lie said he 
also didn't think there was a "con- 
spiracy" to gain board control. 


THE HANDBILL asserts Moran ''is 


running along with the same nurse (Mrs 
Wilson)," a statement which Moran and 
Mrs. Wilson deny.

The entire watershed project is designed 
to alleviate flooding conditions in a 52- 
srjuarc mile area of the .Northwest sub- 
urbs 


Forest preserve officials 
unveiled a 


piehminary plan showing the proposed 
lake twistmg and turning throughout 
most of Ned Brown preserve south of 
Iliggms Hoad A large dam to form the 
reservoir would be constructed across 
Salt Creek at a sito about one-quarter 
mile northeast of intersection of Arling- 
ton Heights and C'osman Roads 


Numerous recreational projects, in- 


cluding Hi miles of trails. 22 picnic shel- 
ters, boat rental facilities and two boal 
launching ramps, are slated for devel- 
opment as part of the program.

Crisis At Harper College 


Harper College is facing a crisis on 


April 10 James Hamill, president of Har- 
per board of trustees, announced that he 
would not run for re-election. He stated 
that "Few people are aware of the peril 
facing the college." He appealed to the 
taxpayers of this community to study 
the candidates and make a choice. 


Few of us can realize the headaches, 


tremendous time, work and responsi 
bility that went into the organization of a 
new college The board built for us a col- 
lege to which every member of this com- 
munity can point with pride. What did 
they receive from us, the taxpayers, in 
return? A few, but very few "thanks" for 
their work. 


They receive no salary for their ser- 


vices. Nothing to pay for all the evenings 
they spend at the college twice a month, 
many times into the wee hours of the 
morning The right to be questioned and 
criticized by the taxpayers, faculty mem- 
bers, administration and even as last 
week by a bearded student who resented 
being called "bearded student " 


Last of all. the ever-present right to be 


sued 
as seven members 
of Harper 


Board, past and present can testify. Sued 
for amounts that could wipe out a life- 
time of earnings by two Harper teachers 
who claim their civil rights were violated 
when they were not offered a new con- 
tract when their first one expired. 


This new college had all the growing 


pains of any school its size. They were 
inevitable, but in spite of all these birth 
pains we have one of the best colleges in 
the country 


In the meantime, the taxpayers of this 


area have been unconcerned. We paid 
our taxes but stayed away from the polls 
by the thousands when election dav came 
around We have been far too busy to 
worry about those things so we turned 
down refercndums and ignored board 
elections Why should Mr Hamill be ask- 
ing for help from the community when 
the college has our tax money? What 
more can they want? I know the answer 
to that question only because I did the 
thing Mr. Hamill is asking the rest of 
the community to do. I got involved! 


My husband and I voted "no" on an 


educational referendum after I began to 
read newspaper accounts of the constant 
fights and charges between the board, 
administration and faculty members at 
Harper. We began to see that the tax- 
payers were indeed footing the bill for 
faculty members seeking control and 
sweetheart contracts. We decided that 
there is a vast difference between good 
salaries and grasping for power. The 
next referendum we voted "no.'1 


There are seven members on the 


board In t%9 some students at the col- 
lege supported and elected a Harper stu- 
dent to the board in order to truly have 
among a very large group of good, dec- 
ent, serious students that are concerned 


communication with the board In 1970 a 
teacher from Northeastern Illinois Col- 
lege and a school nurse from District 54 
grade school ran as a team on money 
and support openly solicited from the 
faculty and students. The teacher was 
elected, but the school nurse lost and is 
running again in this election. 


It was after the Kent State flag low- 


ering and the demonstrations that I real- 
ly got involved. I was appalled by the 
accounts of the actions of the president 
of the Harper College Faculty Senate and 
the president of the Student Senate, both 
of w horn were urging the students to con- 
tinue the demonstrations. I was angered 
at the insulting remarks the Faculty Sen- 
ate president made concerning the tax- 
payers of this community who pay his 
salary 


After that I attended several board 


meetings and discovered the things that 
are threatening the college. Harper is 
new; it can continue to grow only if it 
can get finances. The last referendum 
failed to carry The public image of the 
college is costing it dearly in loss of mon- 
ey 


Harper has a very small militant 


group of radical students almost lost 
about their school. Unfortunately the stu- 
dents who really care stand back and let 
the radical students be their public rela- 


tions men. The same thing is true of the 
faculty. Harper has an outstanding staff 
with many excellent, reasonable teach- 
ers. But why. with all this talent avail- 
able, do they choose a person to be their 
representative before the taxpayers one 
who has ridiculed and antagonized the 
whole community? With public relations 
like these, who can expect the success of 
the next referendum? 


At the election coming up. another stu- 


dent and a school nurse are seeking elec- 
tion 
If they are successful, the new 


board will have two students, a school 
nurse, and a teacher along with three 
c o m m u n i t y representatatives. The 
educators will have the majority on the 
board — enough to make it a self-govern- 
ing school rather than community con- 
trolled. 


Mr. Hamill. as one of the original 


members of the board, is retiring, But as 
he goes, he is making the plea to the 
community for us to be concerned about 
our college. The peril he has told us of 
does exist in more ways than one. There 
is much more than can be put on paper. 
If >ou are interested. I am at your ser- 
vice. My telephone number is 392-1215. 
You see. I think Harper College is worth 
saving I'm INVOLVED.

Pros Sonlar, Joseph Speak Oul 
Don 9t Underrate Bowling As Sport

MILWAUKEE - (NEA) - Bowling is 


clouds of cigar smoke mixing with the 
odor of beer on a Thursday night; it's 
u>ur stumpy Uncle Stan waddling up to 
the line to loft his ball in the company 
league, it's a place to take a casual date 
\on aren't sure you want to spend a lot 
of money tn. 


Such familiarity with bowling has bred 


a ret Mm amoun of contempt for it and it 
isn't hard to find people who will deny 
that professional bowlers even deserve to 
be called athletes. 


Although it's safer putting down font- 


hall in Green Bay than putting down 
howling in Milwaukee, one pro basketball 
aficionado 
here (showing enough dis- 


cretion tn request anonymity) put the 
ease this way: 


"How 
much skill does it take to walk 


up there and throw the ball? Nobody's 
trying to stop you and you have all the 
time in the world. My grandmother 
could do it," 


This argument meets with less than 


rousing acceptance among professional 
bowlers. 


Dave Soutar, winner of the recent 


$10,000 first prize in the recent Miller 
High Life Open tournament here and 
winner of $22,430 already this year, has a 
typical reaction: 


"Bowling is the same as all sports; to 


be good in it you have to have that little 
something extra. A super-star is a super- 
star, no matter what kind of sport hr's 
in. We don't have a physical game, like 
football, say, but howling is a sport 
where the mental side is very important. 


Even though a bowler is not confronted 


with a livng opponent trying to outwit 
him, 
there is more to the sport than 


training yourself to become a robot pro- 
grammed to roll the ball into the 1-3 
pocket, Soutar contends: 


"When you travel around all the time 


the way we do, you have to learn to ad- 
just your game as you move from lane to 
lane It takes a lot of experience before 
you can do it." 


And it's not all a mental problem, he 


adds. 


"You 
have to have natural coordina- 


tion and good concentration," he says. 
"And 
you have to have good reactions, 


because there are many times when 
you realize you have to make an adjust- 
ment at the last second, just as you are 
letting the ball go, and change your de- 
livery." 


Soutar admits that along with natural 


ability, a bowler needs constant prac- 
tice, which means bowling can become a 
costly sport unless you're the son of a 
bowling lane owner. 


'If you want to bowl you can find a 


way to pay for it." Soutar says. "When I 
was 15 or so. I was bowling 200 lines a 
week but I paid for it out of my allow- 
ance plus working on the side and pick- 
ing up a little money by winning match- 
ups with people." 


Soutar, at 31. is part of bowling's 


younger generation. 


Joe Joseph, at 52, is a member of the 


American Bowling Congress Hall of 
Fame and an elder. At 5 feet 8, 205 
pounds, he could pass for your Uncle 
Stan, which may explain why he was the 
crowd favorite in the Miller Open, finish- 
ing third as he came back from a year- 
long layoff due to an injury 


His answer to anybody who questions 


bowling's status as a sport: 


"They haven't lugged a 16-pound ball 


around for seven or eight hours a day, 
five or six days straight in a tournament 
and tried (o not let it affect their per- 
formance." 


A bowler for 30 years, Joseph's list of 


prerequisites for a pro bowler parallels 
Soutar's but includes another one: The 
ability to relax. 


''You've got to be able to walk up to 


line and release the ball naturally, no 
matter how tired you are or how much 
pressure there is," he says. "That's a lot 
harder than it may sound." 


Joseph admits that fatigue hits him 


harder now tha.n it did when he was 
younger but he still likes to talk about 
one advantage bowling has over other 
sports, George Blanda and Hoyt Wilhelm 
notwithstanding. 


"As long as you can walk, you can 


bowl I'll keep bowling till I die."

About the district's financial status, he 


feels the district now lias excellent school 
facilities ;,nd an excellent teaching staff. 


The district, however, has a finan, i . < l 
problem in "raising enough money to 
pay for the ambitious programs it is 
striving for." 


If it becomes necessary to cut the 


budget — and he hopes it doesn't — he 
would suggest cutting some course offer- 
ing. If the district is forced to continually 
assume more indebtedness, it will be 
forced to ask voters for a tax levy raise, 
he said. 


He is concerned that increased state 


and federal aid will mean less commu- 
nity control over the schools. 


On vocational programs, he feels that 


from his examination of Maine South, the 
programs are adequate. 


He feels that, nationwide, vocational 


education has been slighted. More atten- 
tion should be made "to raise the level of 
the poor scholar." 


About combining adult education pro- 


grams, with the junior college, he said he 
would make his decision on a class-en- 
rollment, cost basis. 


Bocek has been a Buy Scout leader, 


and before moving to Park Ridgr. he 
was secretary and director of the Com- 
munity of Cottage Grove Heights.

He has received 
the endorsement of the East Maine 
Caucus. 


Last year, Grazian ran as an indepen- 


dent for a board seat and did so well he 
just missed election. 


Grazian is a friendly, good humored 


man who obviously enjoys campaigning 
and speaking to local groups. 


He lists as his qualifications his inter- 


est in the district, his desire to serve, his 
eight children, and his 20 years of experi- 
ence as a lawyer. 


He hopes that, if elected, he can help 


with the district's financial difficulties. 
He feels the district has been doing an 
excellent job and has excellent programs 
and administration. 


HE IS RESERVING judgment on an 


"open campus" plan and a combined 
adult education program with Oakton. 


He feels more might be done to im- 


prove communication between school of- 
ficials and students, and between the dis- 
trict and the unincorporated areas. 


An expanded school board policy on 


drug abuse may be necessary, he said. 


"We have to find out if the school dis- 


trict should go beyond the educational 
aspects of drug education." he said. Pol- 
icy may be needed on drug control and 
on rehabilitation, he said. 


Many drug education programs have 


been presented to students by schools 
and community organizations, "and it 
hasn't dented the use at all." he said. 


On communications with students, he 


feels the district has sometimes been "a 
little slow in reacting to the requests of 
students."

HE SAID THAT dissent can be handled 


through normal and proper channels, in 
a dignified manner, which can establish 
a school district-student dialog. 


He also feels communications has been 


lacking between East Maine School Dist. 
6:! and the high school district. Coordina- 
tion between high school programs and 
grade school programs could be im- 
prover), he said. 


On students, he said he found them to 


he "far more interesting" than were the 
high school students of his generation, 
(trade school graduates today often know 


more than the high school graduates 
when he was in high school, he said. 


Peacefulness can no longer be ex- 


pected from a student, he said, but if

Adult Education program with adult edu- 
cation at Oakton Community College, he 
said he will wait for the district's feasi- 
bility report l>efore making a decision. 


He feels the district has maintained 


high educational standards, with a very 
low drop-out rate. He praised the admin- 
istration. 


He also praised the district's policy of

both high and low potential. 


He feels the vocational program has 


been excellent. 


On financial matters, he hopes he can 


encourage community support for in- 
creased state aid. He said he has an open 
mind on state aid to private schools, but 
that this is primarily a concern of the 
legiMatures. 


Grazian is an attorney, and a seven 


year resident of Morton Grove. He has 
served as an officer of the East Maine 
Caucus and has participated in several 
Dist. S3 PTA groups. 


He is a member of the Chicago Bar

the American Trial Lawyers Association, 
and the American Judicature Society.

Gahula. f>fi, of Park Ridge, is challeng- 


ing caucus endorsed candidates for a 
three year term on I he Maine board. He 
is a teacher at Oak Park-River Forest 
High School, and a former college ad- 
ministrator and instructor. 


District board members are lawyers 


and businessmen, he said, and their 
primary interests and concerns are their 
means of livelihood. They are "almost 
totally dependent upon second-hand in- 
formation as to the needs and problems 
in our schools." 


GAHAI.A. WHO speaks with the quiet 


precision of a man who has done his re- 
search on issues, feels that often board 
members are overburdened with other 
activities. He docs not have many out- 
side activities and he feels he can give a 
great deal of time to district problems. 


Gahala was not endorsed by the Park 


Ridge Caucus, which endorsed William 
Wuehrman and William Bocek for two 
board seats. He feels however, that the 
vote was close and the community de- 
serves a choice. 


The independent candidate has not at-

He has some doubts about the open 
campus plan to allow students to have 
more freedom over their school and feels 
his knowledge of how similar plans have 
progressed at other schools would be 
helpful in board decisions. 


HE 
KEELS STl'DENTS are much 


more knowledgeable today than in past 
years. He has obvious respect for stu- 
dents, and feels student communications 
might be improved by allowing a stu- 
dent to sit with the board during dis- 
cussions. 


And he feels there are a number of 


ways that the district 
might 
cut ex- 


penses. 


About, open campus, he sees this as an- 


other way college practices have filtered 
down into high schools. He said that at 
Evanston Township and another Chicago 
area high school, less rigid use of student 
time has not worked well, and the trend 
is towards more less flexible program- 
ming. 


Open campus could tempt students to 


break rules, which isn't fair to them, he 
said. 


He sees problems 
with 
identifying 


which students have permission to leave 
school premises, and he sees difficulty in 
allowing students to police themselves. 


He feels that 05 per cent of students 


today are responsible, "good," individ- 
uals. "But remember they are 
still 


young, and you can't expect them to act 
like mature adults 24 hours a day." 


Students should have the opportunity to 


express themselves, he said. 


STUDENTS OFTEN have very good 


ideas, and where these can be incorpora- 
ted, it is wise to do so. he said. A student 
should be invited to have a representa- 
tive at board meetings, he said. 


The board has a responsibility to pro- 


vide the kind of education the community 
wants, he said. Polls should be taken of 
parent opinion. 


He feels these polls would help to in- 


volve parents in school decisions. Parent 
involvement is important. He feels the 
trend has been for parents to spend less 
and less time with their children, and 
this has had a bad effect on students in 
school. 


About vocational training, he feels that 


too much emphasis has been made on 
stressing what per cent of students go on 
to college. 


V o c a t i o n a 1 curriculums could be 


changed so that they are more appro- 
priate to student interests. This is anoth- 
er area where "we ought to take a good 
look at our educational system, and see 
if the student complaints are right." 


ABOIT SCHOOL finances, cuts could 


be made in other areas before decreas- 
ing the number of teachers, he said. 


His suggestions for cutting costs in- 


clude replacing faculty and adminis- 
tration 
printed yearbook 
with 
mim- 


eograph listing. These yearbook direc- 
tories must cost thousands a year, he 
said. 


He feels that parents might pay for 


football and student band uniforms, at a 
savings to taxpayers of about $150 a 
piece. 


In some areas, such as college-level 


courses, students might be able to do 
more self-teaching, freeing teachers for 
other duties. 


Finally, he feels that the numbers of 


classes might be cut.
